TO SEIZE THE CONVENTION 


New York Papers Make Public the 
Plotters’ Plans. 


SILVER DELEGATIONS ARE TO BE EXCLUDED 


On the Ground That Threats Had Been 
Made of Bolting if a Gold Stand- 
ard Platform, Was Adopted.

New York, May 22.—(Special.)—Driven 
to desperation by the absolute certainty 
of their defeat in the national convention 
at Chicago, the gold standard leaders of 
the east have determined upon a rule-or- 
ruin policy, which atiempted can only re- 
sult in wrecking the democratic party. 

The presence of Chairman Harrity, of 
the democratic national committee, and a 
conference of gold standardites, which is 
said to have been held behind closed doors 
gomewhere in this city, furnish the oc- 
easion for a disclosure of their plans 
which The Herald makes today with an 
worthy of a better cause. 

The purpose of these people is, in brief, 
to use the national committee in shutting 
the silver men out of the national demo- 
cratic convention. That such an attempt 
should be seriously considered by the men 
who are making the fight for Clevelandism 
and Wall street seems preposterous, and 
yet if reports from gold sources are to 
be believed it has not only been serious- 
ly considered, but has been determined 
upon. 

“To kill the free.silver heresy first and 
then undertake the organization of the 
democratic party afterwards.’’ That, ac- 
cording to a high official of the national 
administration, who is quoted in The 
World’s Washington correspondence this 
evening, is the platform of the gold con- 
tractionists who lay claim to being demo- 
crats. 

The overwhelming defeat of the gold 
people in Iowa has opened the eyes of 
these New Yorkers. They have been s0 
persistentiy misled by the false claims 
sent out from Washington and published 
in the papers that they have had no con- 
- ception of the sentiments of the democrats 
in other parts of the country. But lowa, 
where they counted on a repetition of the 
W@ichigan result, has opened their eyes. It 
has led to a revision of their figures.

Chairman Harrity was here but a short 
time and all efforts to make him discuss 
this new phase of the situation failed.

Although the 
New York papers are heaping upon Har- 
rity the adulation which they are wont to 
employ toward a man they want to use, 
it is not believed he will countenance a 
step which could only mean democratic 
suicide. 

TO DEFEAT M’LEAN 


As Delegate to the National Conven- 
tion Is the Latest Scheme.

Cincinnati, May 22.—(Special.)\—John R. 
McLean's candidacy for delegate at large 
from Ohio to the national demecratic con- 
vention has stirred up the local democracy. 
The latest report is that McLean wili be 
fought by the government faction at Cin- 
cinnati. It is stated that orders have come 
from Washington to defeat McLean. 

The story that Mclean favors Camp- 
bell for president and that the internal rev- 
enue department will support him on this 
account, is denied. The orders from Wash- 
ington are that no free coinage man should 
be elected from a city like Cincinnati and 
the fight against McLean has begun. The 
local democratic boss, Lew HBernard, is 
marshaling his forces in McLean's behalf 
and efforts are being made to silence the 
opposition. 

Bernard will be a delegate from the first 
district. He is for free coinage. Govern- 
ment officials here deny that they have 
been ordered to defeat McLean. 

Here is what some of them said tonight: 

District Attorney Cleveland: “I have 
heard of no fight against McLean. We have 
received no instructions from Wasnington. 
It is well known that the administration is 
for gold. I don’t Know whether McLean is, 
for gold or silver. He owned a paper in, 
New York fora short time and ran it to 
suit the goldbugs. The Enquirer—weil, 
those who read it know what it is.”’ 

Postmaster Brown: “I haven't received 
any instructions yet.’’ 

Assistant Postmaster Price: ‘I will not 
receive orders rrom Washington to oppose 
Johnny. I know that neither will Postmas- 
ter Brown.”

‘THEY WILL TRY TO 


STEAL WISCONSIN 


Vilas Has Promised His State and Will 
Work Hard 


TO DO AS DICKINSON DID 


Eut the States Around Wisconsin Are 


for Silver 


AND VILAS WILL HAVE A HARD TIME 


In Carrying His State for the Gold 
Standard—The People Have Suf- 
fered from Contraction. 


Madison, Wis., May 22.—(Special.)—Unless 
all signs fail the zonstitu2ncy of Senator 
Vilas will give him and his policy some 
trouble. 

The democratic state convention has just 
been called to meet on the 23d day of June, 
and the coming week will witness the open- 
ing of the campaign between the people 
who are for free coinage and the buglemen 
of the golden camps, who are anxious thus 
to pay for the recognitio1 which they have 
had from high sources. In the numerous 
contests going on for representation at Chi- 
cago not much has been said about Wis- 
consin, probably because it was supposed 
that Mr. Vilas had his fences in such good 
it would be time thrown away 
to encroach upon his preserves. 

If there is a lucky dog on the globe it is 
this: same Vilas—a brilliant sort of man, 
who has succeeded in making the president 
believe that he is an envolumed copy of 
Wisconsin herself. 

Why Vilas Wanted Delay. 

Why it was that the call for the state 
convention was delayed to so late a date is 
one of the mysteries of the day. It can 
only be explained as an act of prudence on 
the part of Senator Vilas, who expected 
the other states to rush alongwith the 
Cleveland indorsements, thus enabling him 
to land Wisconsin in the swim. In this 
purpose he acted with good sense, for if 
there is a state in the union that has been 
cursed by gold contraction it is this same 
Wisconsin, and any attempt to get her to 
declare for the gold standard on direct ap- 
peal would be folly. 

It turns out, however, that instead of im- 
proving his chances Senator Vilas has in- 
jured them, for with Iowa next door, ablaze 
with true silver democracy; with Illinois 
so entrenched within silver lines that the 
gold men have kicked over the bucket and 
gone out of the field; with Ohio, rushing on 
toward genuine bimetallism, it would be a 
miracle if the democracy of this state could 
be held back from joining with their broth- 


ers. : 
Orders to Urderstrappers. 

Orders have been sent out to the post- 
masters and other federal employes to see 
to it that Mr. Vilas is sustained, but as the 
people are of similar mind with their lowa 
grethren they will hardly avail them much. 
Wisconsin went democratic in the election 
of 1890 by a majority of over 30,000. The 
silver crusade of the last twelve years has 
shaken the state from its republican moor- 
ings. 

Vilas was lucky enough to ride in with the 
boys and eventually found himself in the 
senate. The boys will give him a struggle 
this time, however, and he will have to 
find some other kind of law busines to Keep 
him employed hereafter. It was on the 
free coinage idea that Wisconsin came into 
the party, and it was upon the gold issue 
that she went back into republicanism in 
a spirit of deep disgust. If she 
drawn out again, so as to be available in 
the electoral college, it will be through a 
silver platform upon which her farmers and 
toilers’ can rally. 

There is great indignation expressed by 
the rank and file of the party over the 
manner in which they have. been deprived 
of a thorough canvass which would have 
brought cut a full vote.

GOT THEM ON THE RUN. 


Compromises Offered by the Gold Men 


in Kentucky. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 22.—(Special.)—The 
free coinage men have created a panic in 
the ranks of the goldbugs by invading 
that strong goldbug fortress, the city of 
Louisville. The free coinage men have 
undoubtedly captured the twelfth ward, 
the largest in the city. The ‘sound 
money’’ men concede’ this ward, but claim 
the rest of the city. 

Both Carlisle and Blackburn will attend 
the state convention: Information was 
received here today from Senator Black- 
burn that he had refused to consider any 
compromise, but proposed to attend the 
convention and fight for a 16 to 1 plank in 
the platform. He will oppose any resolu- 
tions endorsing the administration. Car- 
lisle has also sent word that he will at- 
tend the convention. 

ldeutenant Governor M. C. Telford, the 
*“‘sound money’’ leader and close friend of 
Secretary Carlisle, is out today in a state- 
ment, suggesting a compromise, whith 
has been rejected by the silver men, who 
are determined to give no quarter. In 
part the lieutenant governor says: 

“T am perfectly willing, however, to ad- 
mit that I may be mistaken and the other 
side may be right. At all events, I am 
willing to accept the decision of the ma- 
jority. It has seemed to me that the 
question in Kentucky ought to be settled 
fairly and independent of any personal 
phase. The names of Carlisle and Black- 
burn have become amalgamated with the 
respective gold:and silver side of the ques- 
tion, where they should be entirely di- 
vorced from the question. It should he 
decided solely upon its merits. At the 
same time the relations of these two dis- 
tinguished Kentuckians to the party in 
Kentucky, and to the party in the union, 
is too close and prominent to be ignored 
by Kentucky democrats. Mr. Blackburn 
is the accredited nominee of the demo- 
cratic party in Kentucky for the office of 
United States. senator. But for the failure 
of certain democratic members of the last 
general assembly to support him he would 
have been elected. Mr. Carlisle made a 
great mistake in not supporting him. 
While I disagree with Mr. Blackburn on 
the currency question, I went to Frank- 
fort and spent the entire time of the ses- 
sion in trying to elect him. The telegram 
which was sent to ‘Mr. Carlisle, signed by 
sixty-two out of sixty-eight members of 
the general assembly, was in my hand- 
writing. All that we expected from Car- 
isle was to say that he believed in sup- 

rting the democratic nominees. This 


” should have done, and for this no one, 


not even the most rabid gold man, could 
have criticised him. He failed to do this 
and to that extent he did wrong, but he 
is too great a man to be repudiated for 
a single m'stake. Therefore, it may be 
conceded that both Blackburn and Car- 
lisle have been mistaken.

for Blackburn for the senate and for Mr. 
Carlisle for president, Therefore, I would 
like to see the Kentucky democratic state 
convention which me@ets in this city on 
the 3d of June adapt resolutions about 
as follows: ‘First, we recognize and en- 
dorse the Hon. J. C..S. Blackburn as the 
democratic nominee for the United States 
Senate, and as such commend Him to 
the party in this state; second, we nomi- 
Nate for the office of president of the 
United States the Hon. John G. Carlisle 
and commend him to the democracy of 
the union.’ This would dispose of the 
personality of these two men and this 
agreed to we could go ahead and fight out 
the currency issue on its merits, and for 
one I propose to stand by the result if the 
decision is for ‘sound money,’ F. am still 
for Joe Blackburn for the senate, because 
he is the nominee. If thé decision is for 
free coinage, I am still for Mr Carlisle, 
because he is a Kentuckian; because the 
great issue must still remain to be de- 
cided by the national convention which 
meets at Chicago. If Mr. Carlisle should 
be nominated at Chicago it will, of course, 
be on a ‘sound money’ or gold standard 
platform; if the free silver element domi- 
nates it is entirely . possible that Mr. 
Blackburn may be nominnted for presi- 
dent. In either event 1 will cheerfully 
accept the result and support the nomi- 
nee. I have no patience with the democrat 
who on the one side or the other declares 
that he will not -support any nominee 
whose views on the currency question are 
not in accord with his own. I have an 
abiding faith in the intelligence of the 
masses of the demooratic party. They 
have had ample time to become advised 
on the question and the will of the ma- 
jority ought to controt.”’ 
Blackturn Says “‘Nay.” 

Washington, May 22.—(Special.)—A prom- 
inent Kentuckian of the Carlisle sclooi 
has been here attempting to cumpromise 
with Sehator Blackburn. His proposition 
was that the convention should declare for 
Blackburn for the senate, repudiate the 
democrats who voted against him at the 
last session of the legislature and indorse 
Carlise for president. Blackburn promptly 
declined the proposition with the statement 
that he believed the free coinage cause 
would triumph in the state, ‘‘and,”’ said he, 
“I give notice now that we will declare 
for the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1. 
If the other side have the majority they 
can declare for anything they please. I 
want it understood, however, that I am 
willing to abide by the result, and I also 
want the other side to do the same. ! do 
not believe in bolting either by the silver 
men or the gold men.” 


BUTLER’S BOND BILL 


Taken Up by the Senate—Hill’s Fight 
in Vain. 

Washington, May 22.—(Special.)—Today’s 
performance inthe senate demonstrated 
that the bill to prevent further bond issues 
by the president and secretary of the treas- 
ury without the consent of congress will 
pass. By a vote of 34 to 20 the senate took 
up the bill. It was debated with vim and 
much display of passion all day. 

The debate will eccntinue tomorrow and 
the bill will be voted upon and passed Mon- 
day afternoon. Hill, John Sherman and all 
the gold men opposed it. The free coinage 
men advocated it. The bill simply takes 
out of the hands of ths president and sec- 
retary of the treasury the power to issue 
bonds and delegates this power exclusively 
to congress. 

The bill, which is sure to pass the senate, 
may prolong adjournmen* indefinitely. The 
senate may decline to adjourn until the 
house acts upon it. It may open up the 
tariff question anew, an:! lead to the pas- 
sage of a tariff bill whic’: will increase the 
revenues to meet the otuwimous appropria- 
tions provided for. by this congress. ‘The 
dehate of the day, which was one of the 
most interesting of this congress, 
was opened by Senator Hill, who 
spoke for nearlv three hours in 
condemnation of the méasure as 
an act of repudiation; and it was 
denounced in most emphatic term's. by 
Senators Sherman, of Ohio; Hawley, of 
Connecticut; Lodge, of Massachusetts, and 
Baker, of Kansas, while it was defended 
and advocated by Senators Mills, of 
Texas; George, of Mississippi; Clark, of 
Wyoming; Teller, cof Colorado: Allen of 
Nebraska, and Stéwart, of Nevada. 

The test vote on taking it up in the 
first instance showed a majority of four- 
teen in favor, but when it was displaced 
by the calendar after two hours discus- 
sion, and a new vote was required to take 
it up again, the majority had dwindled 
down to two. An effort was made to have 
a time fixed for taking the vote next 
Mondy evening at 5 o’clock, but objec- 
tion * as made and the bill went over till 
tomorow. 

The final conference report on the river 
and harbor bill was presented and agreed 
to, a satisfactory compromise having been 
reached in the mattér of the deep sea 
harbor jin southern California, and at 6 
o’clock p. m., the senate adjourned until 
tomorrow.

PRESBYTERIANS AT SARATOGA. 


Committees Are Announced and Re- 

‘ ports Are Presented. 

Saratoga, N. Y., May 22.—The general 
assemmbly began business promptly this 
morning at 9:30 o’clock, after the usual 
devotional exercises of half an hour. Mod- 
erator Withrow was in the chair. 

The most important matter of the day 
was the announcement of the standing 
committees, which he made up last night 
in a long conference with the stated and 
permanent clerks of the assembly. Dr. 
Booth, as retiring moderator, is at the 
head of the bills and overtures committee, 
with Dr. Agnew, of Philadelphia, as the 
second man. Dr. Agnew, on account of 
Dr. Booth’s indispositicn, will perform 
the duties of chairman. 

Dr. Breed, the leading candidate of the 
opposition, should stand at the head of the 
judicial committee, the second in import- 
ance, but as some cases before this com- 
mittee came from Dr. Breed’s locality, he 
is placed at the head of the theological 
seminary committee. 

Dr. Montfort, third man in the contest 
for moderator, is named as chairman of 
the judicial committee. Dr. Davies, nom- 
inator of Dr. Withrow, is put down as 
chairman of the committee’ on church 
policy. 

In presenting the report of the Sabbath 
observance committee, Chairman Worrell 
referred to the chief perils of Sunday ob- 
servance, such as the greed of gain, which 
compels thousands against their will to 
work on the Lord’s day; the dissemina- 
tion of theories concerning individual liber- 
ty and social order, which are destructive 
of our best national traditions; Sunday 
excursions; Sunday baseball games: Sun- 
day theaters, and Sunday bicycle pleasure 
riding. 

The report entreats members and all 
other persons to conscientiously discoun- 
tenance whatever tends to break down the 
distinction between these and other days; 
as, for instance, Sunday trading, buying, 
reading or in any way supporting Sunday 
secular newspapers; social entertainments 
and visitations that dissipate Sunday 
thought, and all self-indulgence on the 
Lord’s day that tends to unfit them for 
God's worship and to impoverish their 
spiritual natures. 

“And,” says the report, “we raise our 
voice azainst the desecration of the Sab- 
bath by the opening of theaters on this 
day, and call upon our yninisters. mem- 
bers and all good citizens to seek the stay 
of this great curse.”’ 

Dr. Frederick, of Baltimore, from the 
comrmittee on church temporalities. report- 
ed a recommendation to change the fortn 
of government of the Presbyterian church 
in the clause relat'ng to deacons. 

At present church trustees may be per- 
sons not menrbers of the church and in 
consequence conflicts sometimes occur be- 
tween the elders and trustees. The pro- 
posed change gives the direction and con- 
trol of the church temporalities to dea- 
cons instead of to trustees and requires 
that deacons shall be elected from the 
communicants of the church. 

Rev. Dr. Craven, of Philadelphia, read 
the report of the committee to which was 
referred the Overtures from the synod of 
India relating to the treatment in the 
mission churches of: the polygamous con- 
verts there. 

The committee recommended that no ac- 
tion be taken on the overture.

IS STILL DULL 


A Review of the Week by Brad- 
Street’s and Dun & Co. - 


WHEAT, FLOUR, CORN LOWER 


Failures Hav> Increased Both in Cana- 
da and the United States, 


WEEKLY REVIEWS ANYTHING BUT CHEERFUL 


Railroad Stocks Are a Shade Higher. 
The Present Condition Is De- 
clared a Stagnation. 


New York, May 22.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“The reactionary tendency in prices, 
shrinkage in railroad earnings, the falling 
off in bank clearings and the fact that the 
present constitutes the beginning of the 
between-seasons period, include the more 
conspicuous features of the general busi- 
ness situation. On the other hand business 
failures have fallen off sharply. 

“The total number of business failures 
throughout the United States this week 
shows marked falling off from the weekly 
average during the past four months—216 
as compared with 265 last week and 206 in 
the like week of 1895. 

“The most favorable report comes from 
Kansas City, where the average movement 
of merchandise continues relatively quite 
active, mercantile collections are fair and 
the trade prospects were never better. 
Improvement is also noted on the Pacific 
coast, due to the weather, which has ren- 
dered the crop outlook more favorable and 
stimulated purchases in staple lines. The 
boot and shoe industry is conspicuously 
strong in that section, having reacted suf- 
ficiently to furnish most factories with or- 
ders for some time ahead and thus stimu- 
late quotations for hides, leather and shoes. 

“The iron and steel industry reports a 
moderate increase in request for raw Mma- 
terial. but nothing sufficient to strengthen 
prices. : , 

“At the south the most encouraging re- 
port comes from Savannah, -where excur- 
sions have resulted in an increased volume 
of business. Georgia, South Carolina and 
the general truck farmers complain that 
want of rain has irjured the crops. Whole- 
sale merchants at Yalveston are not push- 
ing business and report demand light. 

“General trade throughout the central 
west has not met anticipations. Decreases 
in prices of staples are for wheat, flour, 
Indian corn, oats, lard, sugar, live hogs, 
petroleum and foundry pig iron. : 

“Practically unchanged quotations are re- 
ported for pork, coffee, cotton and print 


cloths.”’ 
Dun & Co. Gloomy. 

New York, May 22.—R. G. Dun & Co. will 
say to-morrow in their weekly review of 
trade: 

“Failures for the week have been 227 in 
the United States against 207 last year and 
23 in Canada against 23 last year. 

“There is nothing like reaction in busi- 
ness and the volume is small. ‘The 
stock markets refuse to buy orders for a 
panic. Manufacturers are not gaining on 
the whole, but very few are losing. Rail- 
road stocks average a shade higher than a 
week ago and there is abundant evidence 
that men of money are watching for the 
right moment fo buy at the bottom, certain 
that good crops and definite political pros- 
pects will bring*improvement in the fall. 
The business world has the best of reasons 
for refusing to go into a panic, and it 
looks hopefully forward to definite improve- 
ments as soon as political uncertainties are 


out of the way. 


“The waitirgeconhdition which seems to 
some people nothing better than stagnation 
still continues. Bui there is a difference. 
Thousands of orders and contracts are 
merely. deferred because they can be 
more satisfactorily given a little later. 
.“If the output of pig iron were always 


a reliable barometer of business conditions, 


as some suppose, the returns of furnaces 
in blast May Ist, according to The Iron 
Age, 188,319 tons, against 187,451 April Ist, 
would be convincing. But the increase of 
stocks unsold since January 1 has been 
243,915 tons and this, dedtcted from the 
output of furnaces, leaves 2,976,348 tons for 
four months, which is certainly in excess 
of the actual consumption, because the 
stocks of the great steel companies are 
not included in the statement. 

“Since the steel billet pool was formed 
these stocks have § doubtless increased 
largely. There is scarcely any improve- 
ment in demand for finished products, 
though th r association has become 
Strong enough to enable makers of steel 
bars to get a slightly higher price. The 
demand for nails is so light that a reduc- 
tion of price fs expécted.

“Ashipment can arrive, 
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Mysterious Murder of Last Fall 
Solved at Last 


QUICK CAPTURE AT NOOK 


One-Eyed Negro Charged with Shooting 
Dewn the Merchant. 


GRAND JURY TAKES ACTION 


True Bill Returned by That Body in 
Twenty Minutes. 


JOHNSON STRONGLY DENIES THE CHARGE 


Officer Hew:tt Claims He Has Abund- 
ant Evidence and That He Will 
Convict His Man. 


What has been up to this time the most 
thysterious murder case in the criminal 
annals ‘of Atlanta was suddenly solved 
yesterday ‘at neon by the arrest of a one- 
eyed negro. 

The murderer of Baker E. Bass, the com- 
mission merchant, who was foully assas- 
sinated at daylight on the 30th of August 
last, is a prisoner in the Fulton county 
«ail. 

After his capture rapid work was done 
by Detective Hewett, who had the case 
in charge. 

At 12 o’clock C. C. Johnson, the alleged 
murderer, was placed in police headquar- 
ters. 

At 1 o’clock his case was carried before 
the grand jury. 

Shortly before 2 o'clock a true bill charg- 
ing murder, was returned and the prisoner 
was remanded immediately to the jail. 

Only two witnesses were introduced be- 

fore the grand jury. Their testimony was 
sufficient, and in twenty minutes the case 
‘had been committed to the superior court 
for trial. The evidence is binding. It 
clinches every point in the dark mystery 
and fixes the crime, so the officers declare, 
beyond all doubt. 

The prisoner is a negro by the name of 
Cc. C. Johnson, and there is not fe slight- 
est doubt in the minds of the local author- 
ities that he is the right man. He was 
arrested by Officer Crusselle about 12:30 
o’clock yesterday and was Janded in a cell 
at police headquarters a few minutes later. 

The officers have been suspecting John- 
son for some time, but only yesterday 
came to the conclusion that that they had 
sufficient prooff to arrest him. 

Officer Hewitt deserves nearly all the 
credit in the capture of the murderer. He 
has had charge of the case for months. 

The authorities have been looking for the 
murderer of Baker Bass ever since the 
horrible crime was committed and so com- 
pletely did the villian cover up his tracks 
that it was not until yesterday that he was 
caught. 
| Well Known Here. 

Cc. C. Johnson, the murderer, 
known among colored circles in Atlanta. 
He has lived here all his life and has al- 
Ways associated with the best negro so- 
ciety. He is a school teacher by profes- 
sion and the time he has been out of the 
chaingang or the penitentiary he has had 
charge of several colored schools in At- 
lanta. 

He is a mean looking negro. The very 
characteristics of a murderer are written 
on his countenance. He is one-eyed, rather 
heavy set and has a complexion the color 
of a well-done ginger cake. He seems to be 
fairly well educated and is one of the 
sharpest criminals the authorities of this 
‘ city have ever had to deal with. 

Mr. Crusselle is a call officer and it is 
his duty’ to stay around the station house 
+> omawer calls that are made during the 
day from different parts of the city. He 
‘was sitting in the office about noon yester- 
‘ay when an old negro woman came rush- 
ing in and told him that she knew where 
a man was who was badly wanted by the 
detectives. She then poimted out Johnson, 
-who was walking leisurely up Decatur 
street, just opposite the station house. 

The officer followed the negro into a sa- 
loon about a block higher up the street, 
and as he was going out the rear door 
Officer Crusselle grabbed him when he was 
off his guard and inquired if his name was 
C. C. Johnson. The negro looked very much 
surprised and replied that he was the man. 
Crusselle then brought his prisoner to the 
station house. 

Station House Keeper Turner was handed 
a bench warrant signed by Judge Lump- 
kin for the transfer of the negro from the 
station house to the jail on the charge of 
murder. 

Talks Very Innocently. 

A Constitution reporter happened to be 
close by at the time and accompanied the 
negro and the bailiff to the jail. The mur- 
derer exclaimed almost every step that he 
had committed no murder and that he 
could not understand why he had been ar- 
rested. Apparently he was the most inno- 
cent man in Georgia. 

Johnson was given a cell in the jail. 
Officer Hewitt had ordered the negro’s 
arrest just about the time he was ar- 
rested by Officer Crusselle.

minutes a true bill for the murder of 
Baker Bass had been found. 

The true bill was found by the grand 

jury just before 2 o'clock. 
Evidence in the Case. 

There is a strong chain of circumstantial 
evidence in the case which is regarded by 
the officers as being sufficient to convict 
the murderer. It was strong enough to 
convince the grand jurors in about twenty 
minutes that he committed the deed. 

It will be shown without a doubt that 
the crime was clearly premeditated; that 
there was malice aforethought. 

“Circumstantial evidence is the strong- 
est in the world,” remarked one of the 
officials last night, ‘‘and if we can’t hang 
that man on what we have got I think 
the laws of Georgia had better be dispensed 
with.” 

It will be shown that Bass was in the 
habit of receiving and selling stolen goods 
that were furnished him by Johnson, At 
the time of the murder Bass had $0 of 
Johnson’s money that he had secured in 
this way. 

Was in the Stockade. 

Last April a year ago Johnson was sent 
to the stockade on the charge of burglary 
to serve a four months’ segtence. He had 
broken into the wholesale grocery store 
of Branan Bros., on East Alabama street, 
and had secured quite a lot of lard. The 
charge Was proven agaénst him with the 
above result. 

Bass had promised Johnson 
would pay him out with his $50, but for 
some reason or other failed to do so. The 
officers think that he was afraid of being 
implicated in the affair and had come to 
the conclusion that it would be best for 
all concerned for the negro to serve out 
his sentence. 


A Woman in the Case. 


There still 
to the murder. 

The negro, it appears, was supporting a 
woman before his incarceration, and 
immediately after he was out of the way 
Bass made overtures to the woman, and 
this is probably one reason why he Kept 
his dusky rival in the stockade. 

The negro was released from the stock- 
ade Wednesday morning. Baker Bass 
was murdered on Ivy street in the réar 
of the Grand opera house Friday morning 
at 4:20 o’clock. 

The two men up to this time were bitter 
enemies, but it not Known whether 
they had any difficulty or not before the 
death of Bass. They had not settled their 
differences, as is evidenced by the horrible 
result. : 

A very few minutes after the killing 
Johnson was seen on Ivy street only a 
short distance from where the body of 
Bass was found. He appeared very much 
excited and was going in an opposite di- 
rection. 

Such are the main points of the evi- 
dence in the case that will be brought 
out at the trial. About the only defect is 
that Johnson was not seen in the act of 
committing the murder, but the shots were 
heard by people living in the locality and 
Johnson was seen a few moments after- 
wards only a short distance from the 
scene in a very excited condition. 

Officer Hewitt, who is responsible 
the apprehension and capture of the mur- 
derer, says: 

“I have

dent that we 
I have been shadowing him for 
about two months, and I have at last 
wound a chain of circumstantial evidence 
around him that is bound to convict. I 
have studied the case very carefully from 
beginning to end, and I never would have 
sworn out the indictment before the grand 
jury unless I was sure that I had the 
right man.”’ . 

Cc. C. Johnson, the murderer, is abou‘ 
thirty-five vears of age: about itive feet and 
a half tall, with thick lips, and is rather 
stout. He is about blind in one eye and is 
a typical “‘‘mean nigger’’ in the strongest 
sense of the term. ; 

He has given the police trouble for many 
years. He has been in the chaingang quite 
a number of times for different offenses, 
and his comparative education, coupled 
with his natural ingenuity, make him a 
hard man to handle. 

How the Murder Was Done. 

The murder of Baker E. Bass, which oc- 
curred on August 30th, of last year, was 
one of the most mysterious of crimes ever 
committed in Fulton county. The tragedy 
occurred a few yards from Ellis street, 
on the north side of Ivy street. 
body was found lying on the sidewalk in 
the alley leading from the Grand opera 
house by a negro boy employed at the 
Aragon hotel. He reported the crime im- 
mediately to the officers. When the 
officers .arrived Bass was in a dying con- 
dition and near by lay a 44-caliber pistol. 
The body of Bass was discovered just as 
the day was beginning to break. His head 
was in a pool of his own blood oozing 
from a wound just behind the right ear. 
Gasping for breath, groaning in the throes 
of intense agony, writhing in his own 
blood, Bass strived to tell the officers of 
the deed. He suddenly sank back uncon- 
scious. Drs. Nicolson, Todd and West- 
moreland held a consultation after Bass 
was eon to the Grady hospital, but 
he died a Yew moments after 12 o’clock 
without speaking an intelligent word or 
throwing any light upon the mysterious 
tragedy. 

At first it was thought that Bass com- 
mitted suicide. TYhe detectives at that 
time stated that every reason pointed to 
self-destruction. This was strenuously 
denied by his family. From the first they 
claimed that he had been foully murder- 
ed. His wife heard the report of the pis- 
tol that caused his death. It was his cus- 
tom to leave home every’ morning about 
4 o’clock and go to his store. Upon the 
fatal morning Bass left home at the usual 
hour and had gone only a few blocks when 
he was shot down. 

It was the opinion of the relatives and 
friends of the commission merchant that 
the murderer stood on an embankment 
where the man was found. Here they 
believed that the murderer laid in wait in 
the tall weeds, shooting the man down 
upon sight. It was said that the mur- 
derer jumped down the embankment and 
placed the pistol in Bass’s hand in-order 
to make it appear that he had committed 
suicide. 
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A Sensational Turn. 

The investigation by the coroner turned 
up a sensational incident in connection 
with the mysterious crime. It was 
charged that several members of the de- 
tective department had threatened Bass, 
and evidence was introduced to ‘sustain 
this. In reply tothis Detectives Mehaffey 
and Conn addressed a card to the public, 
giving their connection in full. with the 
Several cases in which Bass had been im- 
plicated and in which it was charged 
that he had been receiving stolen goods. 
This card of.the detectives sighted num- 
erous instances, showing that Bass kept a 
fence, which was regularly Supplied With 
stolen goods by a gang Of negro thieves. 


‘Beveral negroes Were “arrested and ten 
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The fact was also brought out at the 
coroner’s investigation beyond all doubt 
that Bass did. not commit suicide. The 
doctors claim that his hair was in its 
natural condition. It was not singed in 
the least nor was the skull torn up, as it 
would have been had the pistol been dis- 
charged near his head. It was testified 
by one of the witnesses that he heard a 
man running away from the scene of the 
murder. This, together with the fact that 
the weeds were mashed down and many 
other corroborating circumstances, es- 
tablished beyond question the theory of 
murder and a verdict to this effect was 
rendered by the coroner’s jury. 
Dark in Mystery. 

Spurred on by the charges that they 
were implicated in the murder the de- 
tectives began to exhaust every method 
to sofve the mystery. They worked day and 
night. They ran down the slightest clew, 
but about the affair was wrapped a vei! 
mystery which they could not tear 
away. Mrs. Bass offered $300 reward for 
the arrest of the murderer. It was learn- 
ed thit Bass had about $20,000 insurance on 
his life. The reward was increased. Sev- 
eral special men were detailed from the 
police department to work exclusively up- 
on the Bass mystery. But the charge 
against the detectives would not down. 
Affidavits were made out by certain par- 
declaring their connection with the 
Counter affidavits were filed. The

In the end they were fully acquitted, and 
went to work upon the case with renewed 
vigor. At regular intervals after this 
the mystery turned up sensational inci- 
dents. It was thought several times by 
the detectives that they had- the right 
clew, but these led in the end to noth- 
ing, and the case was ata standstill. 
Since last October all hope that the mur- 
derer of Bass would be captured has been 
dispaired of. The police department was 
at times severely censured for not taking 
hold of the matter, and ferreting it out. 
It was marked down as the most remarka- 
ble crime in the criminal anyals of At- 
lanta, and the suddenness with which it 
now comes up brings out graphically all of 
the facts connected with the case.

Kennedy Was Releasad by Justice 
Screws in Montgomery. 


IN THE PRELIMINARY TRIAL 


Argument of Counsel for Both Sides of 
the Case—The Sheriff Released 
Without a Bond. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 22.—(Special.)— 
The great unwritten law which authorizes 
& man to spill the blood of a fellow man to 
repay dishonor visited upon his wife, his 
daughiter or his sister, was affirmed in the 
decision of Justice Screws in the prelimi- 
nary trial of the Kennedy-Wood murder 
case today. The defendant was discharged 
without bail, the decision of the court be- 
ing greeted by the loudest and most en- 
thusiastic cheering. 

General E. W. Pettus, for the defense, 
made the first speech this morning. Gen- 
eral Petttus is recognized as one of the 
greatest lawyers the state has ever pro- 
duced, and the grand old man sustained 
his reputation today. He said he was 
peculiarly situated in this case; was here 
to defend a man who has been his friend 
for years, whose father had been his friénd 
for a period of time longer than the life 
of a Majority within the hearing of his 
voice. A man would be a brute who would 
not have feeling in such circumstances, and 
he asked the court to excuse him if he 


should say some things which he probably 


ought not to say. His relation to the de- 
fendant was much closer than that of a 


client—it was that of close friendship. The 


court has three propositions before it: Shall 


the defendant be committed to jail without 


bail; shall the defendant be admitted to 
bail, and if so, how much; or ehall the de- 
fendant be permitted to go free. These 
questions are to be determined by the 
court on the law and the facts. 

“I shall contend that this man ought to 
be discharged, because he has not been 
guilty of any offense under the law of the 
land,’’ said the speaker. “He cannot be 
convicted of any crime if it is proved that 
at the time of the commission he was of 
unsound mind. The evidence paints the 
defendant as a quiet and peaceful citizen; 


. Welcoming his friends-in a genial manner; 


a perfect character. Every witness intro- 
duced spoke of him in this manner. Every 
witness, whether for the state or for the 
defense, said he was a man of good char- 
acter. He was also a married man, an affec- 
tionate husband, was careful and diligent 
and painstaking in the care of his wife. Up 
to this disaster this was his history. He 
adorned his little cottage with evidences 
of his affection.’’ General Pettus reviewed 
the testimony of Mr. Gaston, and held the 
evidence of the witnesses that Percy Wood 
did not move a muscle after the first shot 
was a human impossibility. He held that 
the testimony of the eye-witnesses of the 
shooting was clouded. “The primary cause 
of the shooting,’’ he said, ‘‘was the seduc- 
tion of the defendant’s wife by Mardis 
Wood. Mardis Wood and the defendant 
were intimate friends. Kennedy said that 
Mardis Wood was his truest and best 
friend.”’ 
General Pettus held that Kennedy had 
been betrayed by his truest and best friend 
and that such an infamy had never been 
perpetrated by the midnight assassin. He 
then referred to the close association of 
Mardis Wood and Kennedy in the court- 
house of Dallas, covering a long period of 
years, and held that the Livingston incident 
looked like the continuation of a connection 
between Wood and Mrs: Kennedy which 
had been previously established. 
General Pettus then addressed himself to 
the court on the subject of the habits and 
disposition of the defendant upon hearing 
of the news of his wife’s infidelity, which 
change had been shown by the evidence 
covered the entire period from the hearing 
of these reports and the departure of his 
wife on February 26th to the 20th of April.

In support of the theory of insanity Gen- 
eral Pettus read the decision of the su- 
preme court, from the eighty-first Alabama 
report, in the case of Parsons versus the 
state. which held that a disease of the 
mind can be proven to show insanity and 
that it must not be held alone that the 
defendant knew the difference bet ween 
‘ight and wrong... 
The blasting of a man’s hope of the here- 
after, here at least, is what breaks down 
a man’s mind; he thanked God for the 
taking away of that girl baby of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kennedy's that she was not here to 
share this infamy; tc share its brand. 
This defendant, the evidence shaqws, was 
impelled to do this act by the pressure of 
this infamy on his: mind, and he is neither 
morally or legally responsible for what he 
did, concluded the distinguished jurist. 

After General Pettus closed he 
greeted by a round of applause. 

The Closing Speech. 

In opening the closing speech Mr. W hite, 
for the state, said he would not ring In 
sympathy, whether for Mr. Kennedy's 
sorrow and blasted hopes or for the tears 
of those who weep that Percy Wood occu- 
pies an untimely grave. The court was to 
say whether the defendant was guilty and 
should be held or whether he was suffering 
from a leison of the brain. The defense 
had offered two pleas; one of not guilty 
and the other insanity. Under the plea of 
not guilty the only evidence introduced by 
the defense which was admissible was the 
evidence as to the character of the defend- 
ant. If the defendant was insane, even 
though he was the worst character in the 
community he would go scott free. There 
is no question that Kennedy did tne shoot- 
ing and the only evidence he has intro- 
duced is that of good character and he 
has proven as good character as Was ever 
proven in this courthouse. The staté has 
proven that he committed a deliberate as- 
sassination, and the fact that he has proven 
a good character does not necessarily mit- 
igate the ‘udgment of the court. Under 
the first plea the laboring oar 1s the 
state, but under the second plea, that of in- 
sanity, the laboring oar is on the defense; 
the defense must prove the insanity of the 
defendant to the satisfaction of the court. 

Mr. White then reviewed the testimony 
of the witnesses as to the shooting and 
claimed that the defendant ‘was on trial 
now for the killing of Percy Wood and not 
for the shooting of Mardis Wood. He held 
that under the evidence Kennedy was 
guilty of murder in the first degree, or he 
was not guilty and should be allowed to go 
free. Mr. White stated that it was the 
first time in his experience that insanity 
of this nice tend was pleaded in a trial be- 
fore a justice of the peace. 

Mr. White then proceeded to discuss the 
theory of insanity and held that under the 
decisions of the supreme court of Alabama 
the defense had not proven its theory of 
insanity. He held that the alleged threats 
of Percy Wood that if Kennedy attempted 
to harm Mardis he would have both to 
kill, made several weeks before the killing, 
had no bearing on this case. These threats 
he held, if the killing had occurred in Sel- 
ma at once migut be introduced, but thir- 
ty of forty days had elapsed and this shoot- 
ing occurred in Montgomery far away 
from the home of the parties. If Mr. Ken- 
nedy wished to avenge himself on Percy 
Wood, he had ample oppertunities in Sel- 
ma. Why not take advantage of these oc- 
casions? 

In conclusion, Mr. White reviewed. the 
testimony of the witnesses for the state 
as to the condition of the mind of Mr. Ken- 
nedy. and he contended that causes testi- 
fied to would produce the_effects without 
the subject heing insane. He claimed that 
in all times Kennedy was hugging revenge, 
and in his frenzy he killed Perey and shot 
Mardis Wood.

Missouri Is Having a Time with Rain, 
Flood and Storm. 


St. Louis, Méy 22.—The Mississippi river 
is now witbin three feet of the danger 
line in front of this city. This morning 
the gauge registered twenty-seven feet, a 
rise of nearly two feet during the past 
twonty-four hours. 

It is expected that the danger line wil! 
be reached by tomorrow night and serious 
damage will result to property along the 
levee. Already prcperty owners and store- 
Keepers are movirg their effects to upper 
flocrs. 

Advices received from upper Mississippi. 
Illinois and Iowa points state that all the 
rivers in those sections are on a rampage, 
pouring an immerse volume of water into 
the Mississippi. Old river men declare that 
the flood of four years ago will be ex- 
ceeded by the present rise. Danger warn- 
ings have been issued to all points between 
Keokuk and Cairo. 

At Alton the flood is rising at the rate 
of two inches an hour. Already the river 
is out of its banks and thousands of acres 
of crops have been destrcyed. At Cairo the 
river has risen four feet since yesterday 
morning. oe

tion to the downpour of rain, which has

FOR KILING TWO WOMEN. 


Cocking Arraigned Charged with Mur- 
dering His Wife and Her Sister. 

LaPlatta, Md., May 22.—Joseph Cocking, 
indicted on the charge of killing his wife 
and sister-in-law at Hilltop, ten miles from 
here, April 23d, was arraigned in court this 
morning and plead not guilty. 

A large crowd, assembled to see the pris- 
oner on the arrival of the Baltimore train 
last night, but Sheriff Wade took the pre- 
caution of alighting at another station and 
driving his charge to jail while the crowd 
remained at the railroad depot. 

The prisoner seemed greatly relieved 
when he was lodged in a cell guarded by 
two deputy sheriffs. The jail is a dilapi- 
dated structure and could easily be broken 
into by a band of men so disposed, and it 
was because of this fact that Cocking was 
taken to Baltimore for safe Keeping im- 
mediately after the double murder.

\3s Asked by Alec Wells, Charged with 
Arson in Monroe County—Funeral

Macon, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—A very 
habeas corpus case frcm For. 
svth was argued before Judge Felton, of 
Bibb superior court, today, that of Aleck 
Wells, Wells has been tried and 
convicted times in Menroe superior 
court of crson, and twice the supreme 
court has granted a new trial. The first 
time he was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for fifteen years. The second time he was 
sentenced for seven years and. the third 
time he was sntenced for seven years. 
The supreme court refused to grant a new 
trial at the third hearing. Wells's attor- 
neys then decided to bring his case by 
habeas corpus before Judge Felton, of the 
Macon circuit, on the ground-that Judge 
Williamson, of the city court of Forsyth, 
who presided in the superior court of Mon- 
roe county and heard the.case, had no con- 
stitutional right to do so, as the city court 
of Forsyth is not one of the city courts 
whose judge is authorized under the law 
to preside in the superior court when the 
superior court judge is disqualified. The 
argument on this question was heard today. 
Persons & Persons, of Forsyth, represent- 
ed Wells and Selicitor General Bloodworth, 
of the Flint circuH, represented the state. 
Judge Felten refused to grant the habeas 
corpus, as the judgment of the superfor 
court of Monroe appears on its face to be

That the capture was made as reported 
in The Constitution Mr. Tom Entreken, 
who was passing, testifies, and not a single 
man here doubts it. 

This afternoon a party of gentlemen 
from this place, consisting of Messrs. W. 
W. Wildon, L. A. Perdve, C. F. Sasser, 
Lee Hutchirson, W. M. Glass, W. B. Ed- 
wards, Lem Edwards and The Constitu- 
ticn’s correspondent visited the scene of 
the capture and found unmistakable evi- 
dence of che terrible struggle and of the 
whole story in a‘l its thrilling details as 
reported by Delk, Mr. Entreken and Mr. 
McWilliams and published in The Constitu- 
tion. 

McWilliams on the Report. 

Mr. McWilliams was shown The Jour- 
said: 

“Why, I know what was the matter with 
the lying reporter who wrote that. I told 
him the whole story and he kept following 
me around afterwards and worrying me 
until f got tired of it. He finally asked me 
for my picture, and I told him 1 didn’t 
have time to trouble about it and that I 
was tired of him.

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TRAGEDY ON A TRAIN. 


One Negro Kills Another One—The 
Murderer Escapes. 

Griffin, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—A big 
negro excursion went from here to Macon 
yesterday carrying more than a thousand 
people of all ages and conditions. On the 
return trip a fight between Riley Hicks 
and Homer Freeman resulted in the former 
being cut to death by the latter. The 
crowd was very full of whisky when the 
train pulled out of Macon, and almost as 
Soon as the wheels began to move the 
fighting commenced. Hicks and Freeman 
were old enemies, and as chance would 
have it, got into the same coach on the 
return trip. Both had been drinking and 
were in a quarrelsome mood. 

Soon after the train left Barnesville 
the fuss between them began, some say 
about a woman’s parasol. During the’ 
scrimmage and while Hicks had Freeman 
down beating him the latter drew his 
knife dnd succeeded in cutting his antago- 
hist several times. One of the wounds 
was an upward stab in the region of the 
heart, from the effects of which Hicks 
died just as the train stopped at the Grif- 
lin depot. Physicians were summoned at 
once, but the man was dead before any 
help could be given. 

During and after the fight the wildest ex- 
citement prevailed, while the scene in the 
coach in which the killing occurred beg- 
gars description. Men were cursing and 
struggling with the two infuriated negroes 
trying to separate them, women were 
shrieking, children were crying, while the 
murderer stood with the bloody knife in 
his thhand defying arrest. As soon as tne 
train officials heard of the disturbance 
the car doors were locked and the remaind- 
er of the run was made without a stop. 
As the train reduced its speed for the 
Hill street crossing Freeman took advant- 
age of the prevailing excitement and made 
his escape through a window. It is be- 
lieved, however, that he has not gone far 
and will be captured in a short while. 

It is the prevailing opinion among the 
negroes that Freeman was justifiable in 
defending himself. Hicks was a large, 
powerfully bulit man and was very over- 
bearing in his disposition, while ‘this slayer 
is rather slight. Both were quarrelsome 
and had a difficulty about two years ago 
When Freeman used his knife with telling 
effect. 

Coroner W. T. Latta empanelled a jury 
this afternoon and held an inquest over 
the body of the dead man. The verdict 
was that Riley Hicks came to his death 
from a knife wound inflicted by Homer 
I'reeman. ‘They did not hold that it was 
murder. as the evidence showed palliating 
circumstances.

One of the Combatants Was Seriously 
Stabbed. 

Clayton, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—Wed- 
nesday night about dark Mr. W. F. Roan, 
a farmer of considerable means residing 
two miles south of Clayton, in this county, 
while on his way home from this place, 
became involved in a difficulty with J. 
Bb. Murray while opposite Murray’s resi- 
dence. Walter Rembert, a stepson of Mur- 
ray’s and nephew of Roan, approached 
the combatants at the request of his aged 
grandfather, with a view of separating 
them. 

When the young man came within range 
of a walking stick which Roan was using 
on the stepfather, he began to apply it 
vigorously to the stepson. 

Presently the contending parties sepa- 
rated and made friends, when Mr. Roan 
got in his wagon and drove off home, half 
a mile distant.

He Was Charged with Criminal Assault 
but Was Not Indicted. 


THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 
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The Parish-Colien Case Was Concluded 
Yesterday Afternoon After a Trial 
Lasting Three Days. 


James N. Hinkle walked from the police 
Station yesterday afterncon a free man. 

And his liberty was due to the fact that 
the grand jury failed to find a true bill 
against him yesterday morning. 

Hinkle was arrested Thursday afternoon 
by Officer Green Conn and was placed in a 
cell in the station house on the charge of 
having attempted to commit a _ horrible 
crime upon the person of his sister-in-law, 
Miss Texas Foster. 

Late Thursday afternoon the workmen in 
the power house of the Chattahoochee Riv- 
er electric road were startled by a woman’s 
screams, and they ran to w spot just off the 
car line, where Miss Foster was found, and 
to them she told the story of an attempted 
assault. A few hours later Hinkle, whom 
the young girl charged as being her assail- 
ant, Was arrested near the city limits on 
Marietta street. 

The charges were investigated yesterday 
morning by the grand jury, but no true 
bill wag returned, and later in the day Hin- 
kle was given his liberty and was allowed 
to walk from the police station, where he 
had been a prisoner for twenty-four hours. 

Hinkle is a barber and lives in Norcross, 
where his sister-in-law also resided. He said 
that she was not of good character, and 
intimated that he had frequently had trou- 
ble on her account. Hifikle has a family in 
Norcross, where it is said he has considera- 
ble property, and is of good family. 

The evidence upon which he was released 
was not made public at the session of the 
grand jury, and nothing but the mere an- 
nouncement that no bill had been returned 
was given out. 

The Case Concluded. 

The case of Parish against Cohen, which 
has been on trial for three days in the su- 
perior court before Judge Lumpkin, was 
terminated yesterday afternoon late. 

Several years ago Parish was a machinist 
in the old rolling mill. He worked hard and 
industriously, and saved from his earnings 
enough money to enable him to buy a little 
home and start out in business for himself. 

Upon the home was a homestead which 
Was taken out by Mrs. Parish. In the 
meantime Parish enlarged his business and 
was apparently doing well, when the prop- 
erty was transferred to L. Cohen, one of 
his largest creditors. The plaintiff in the 
case, who was the nineteen-year-old daugh- 
ter of Parish claimed that she was entitled 
to the money arising from the sale of the 
goods, as she was the heir of her mother, 
who held the homestead upon the home. 

Miss Parish was represented by Van Epps 
& Ladsden, and Cohen was represented 
by Simmons & Corrigan. The case has 
been on trial for three days, and has ex- 
cited a good deal of interest as some very 
fine points of law were brought up and dis- 
‘cussed by the attorneys. 

About ten years ago Mr. Parish and Mr. 
Cohen were in business together, but on the 
night of the first prohibition election the 
property was burned down, but a settle- 
ment was effected with the money arising 
from the insuranvee. 

Later on the home of Mr. Parish was 
sold and the daughter has since filed claim 
ine amount of money received from the 
sale, 

The jury was out several hours and re- 
turned a verdict for the young lady, giving 
her $637.26 principal and $434.85 interest for 
nine years, making a total judgment 
against Cohen of. $1,072.11. The verdict was 
received last night at 9 o’clock. 

The Grand Jury in Session. 

The grand jury was in session several 
hours yesterday; and a number of indict- 
ments were returned. 

The office of Solicitor Hill was filled with 
witnesses and several hundred had been 
summoned. 

A number of misdemeanor and felony 
cases were taken up, but the work was 
guarded with the strictest secrecy, as the 
officials will give no information of indict- 
ments until the parties are served.

RAIN BADLY NEEDED 


But There Is None in Sight, Says the 
Forecaster. 
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ANOTHER HOT SPELL COMING 
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High Humidity Mixed with the Heat 
Made Yesterday a Day of Great 
Disccm fort.

Yesterday -was as oppressive as any day 
of the season, but the discomfort was due 
principally to the humidity. The maximum 
temperature only reached 86, which is five 
degrées coolor than the record for this 
summer, but on account of the great quan- 
tity of molsture in the air, humidity almost 
90 per cent, the suffering was as intense as 
on the hottest day when the humidity was 
not so great. 

Light showers have fallen at the cotton 
region stations belonging to the centers of 
Atlanta, Augusta and Savannah, the heav- 
iest average occurring at the Augusta cen- 
ter. In North Carolina the rains have 
again been heavy, the eight stations be- 
longing to the Wilmington center averag- 
ing 0.64 of an inch. 

The distribution of barometric pressure 
is favorable for another hot spell, and the 
outlook for rain is not quite so good as yes- 
terday. 

Forecaster Hunt looked at the murky 
clouds overhead yesterday afternoon and 
declared that they looked favorable’ to 
those who did not understand the science 
of Dame Weather’s fickleness, but that to 
an old hand at making forecasts the clouds 
were not deceptive. 

“They will bring very little if any rain,” 
he said. ‘‘All conditions being carefully 
considered I am afraid we can have little 
hope for rain.”’

The Bond Bill. 

At the mass meeting of the democrats 
of Fulton county, in the Columbia thea- 
ter, Wednesday night, this declaration 
was made in the resolutions unanimous- 
ly adopted by the meeting: 

“If the emergency for a bond issue 
should arise, we hold that, as the pewple 
are to pay the obligation thus incurred, 
no issue of bonds should be authorized 
unless by the consent of the people's 
representatives in congress.” 

The resolution of which this declara- 
tion is a part embodies ome of the most 
important principles of democracy. The 
power to issue bonds without the con- 
sent of the people’s representatives in- 
volves the power to destroy the pros- 
perity of the peoplé themselves and to 
take away from them the right to enjoy 
life and liberty. The protest of the 
Fulton county democracy. goes to the 
core of the matter. 

We are somewhat surprised, therefore, 
to see Senator David B. Hill, who, a few 
years ago, went about declaring “I am a 
democrat,” placing himself in opposition 
to the consideration of a bill to prevent 
further bond issues without specific au- 
thority from congress. 

Mr. Hill might very well oppose such a 
bill by voting against it. His vote would 
be undemocratic, of course, but the time 
has passed when an eastern man who 
calls himself a democrat is expected to 
support democratic measures on the 
money question. 

But Senator Hill betrays an anxiety so 
keen an opposition so eager to this dem- 
ocratic measure, that those who are in- 
terested in guessing at the motives that 
prompt him will have to go deeper than 
mere political considerations, 

The power back of this opposition to 
this measure comes from those that are 
out for more bonds—the international 
concerns represented in New York by 
those who ure able to control the avail- 
able supply of gold of the world. These 
international firms, by the consent and 
active assistance of the president and 
the secretary of the treasury, have been 
bleeding the people by draining gold 
out of the treasury for the purpose of 
giving the shadow of an excuse for issu- 
ing unauthorized bonds. 

But let not the people who are_the 
victims of this infamous system of rob- 
bery make the mistake of supposing that 
the international bankers are respon- 
sible for it. To deal in gold and buy 
bonds is a part of their business, and it 
is as legitimate as to deal in any other 
product or commodity. These interna- 
tional bankers could get neither the gold 
nor the bonds if the president obeyed the 
laws and carried out the policy of the 
government. But he violates one and ig- 
nores the other, and has thus made the 
people the victims of the most infamous 
financial system that selfish greed and 
avarice ever invented. 

Senator Hill’s opposition to the bill 
to make it unlawful to issue bonds with- 
out the specific consent and authority 
of the representatives of the people in 
congress is not based on the fact that 
the measure is not democratic, for it 
embodies the very essence of pure de- 
mocracy. The principle of right or jus- 
tice that applieg to individuals and 
firms applies to the business affairs of 
the people. No individual or firm would 
permit an agent to run him or it into 
debt without specific authority. 
Cleveland and Carlisle are merely the 
agents of the people, and, although they 
act as.if they were trying to destroy 
the government itself, they do not run it. 
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Captain Neal on Banks. 
One of the most interesting addresses 
at the recent meeting of the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association was that delivered 
by Captain T. B. Neal, of this city. He 
talked on banks as necessary adjuncts of 
Civilization and was fortunate in the 
selection of his subject, which he dis- 
cussed in the clear, forcible and business- 
like manner for which he has acquired 
no ordinary distinction. 
Representing one of the strongest 
banking institutions in Atlanta. Captain 
Neal was well equipped for the task of 
presenting in a most interesting manner 
the relations between the banks and the 
people. 
In the discussion of the currency ques- 
tion, how uppermost in the public mind, 
it is certainly not the intention of any- 
body to array the people against the 
banks, for such a course will be ill- 
advised and uncalled for. The banks are 
closely allied with the best citizenship 
of the country and too intimately identi- 
fied with its commercial interests to 
have any misunderstanding between 
them and the people. Even the bankers 
themselves are divided on the currency 
question, some favoring one thing and 
some another. But whatever may be 
their opinions, the people should credit 
to them the same sincerity which they 
claim for themselves. 
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Destruction of American Forests. 
Within the last few weeks several de- 
structive fires have played sad havoc 
with the American forests. i 
Immense tracts have been destroyed 
on Long Island, in northwestern Con- 
necticut, among the Adirondacks, in the 
neighborhood of Portsmouth, N. H.. in 
New Jersey, near Concord, Mass., and in 
various other parts of New England, 
besides numerous destructive fires in the 
Western states. 

In Massachusetts one of these fright- 
ful devastations swept away the groves 
made sacred by the pen of Emerson, and 
in the midst of which he imbibed the 
greater portion of his quaint philosophy. 
Henry D. Thoreau and Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne were also tenants of these famil- 
iar woods. 

In addition to the loss of forest trees 
[there has likewise been the incidental 
loss of property and farm crops. Rarely 
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jcould have done. 


destroying barns and farmhouses, and 
frequently human life itself is sacri- 
ficed. | 

The Brooklyn Eagle, in explaining the 
cause of these fires, fastens the responsi- 
bility upon hunters who camp out in the 
woods and farmers who have failed to 
take proper care in burning up the 
rubbish which has collected during the 
winter months. , 

There is need of vigorous legislation 
just here in order to prevent a recur- 
rence of these frightful visitations. In- 
stead of allowing the forests to be swept 
away in this manner there iS every rea- 
son why these vast areas should be pre- 
served. The forest is a great protection 
to the land, and often prevents the cy- 
clone from executing its mission of dis- 
aster and deatli. ‘The severity of these 
disturbances is mitigated and sometimes 
altogether prevented by the obstacles 
which the forest interposes in its path. 

For these and other reasons our for- 
est area should be preserved. 
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The Views of Hon. Josiah Patterson. 

The Hon. Josiah Patterson has come 
and gone. Hie delivered his speech in 
behalf of the gold standard, bowed and 
then went on his way, convinced no 
doubt that he had done his whole duty in 
behalf of the “consecrated” cause of 
“sound” money and unsound prices— 
“honest” dollars and dishonest prices. 

He said nothing new in behalf of the 
single gold standard, but he is not to be 
blamed for that. He did the best he 
could, and, in fact, did just as well as 
any other advocate of the gold. standard 
Like the rest of them, 
he declared that a dollar that would buy 
only half as much cotton, wheat and 
other commedities as the present dollar 
would be 5Q-cents, and, therefore, a ‘‘dis- 
honest” dollar, but he didn’t explain why 
it was that, in 1878 and years prior to 
that year, the gold dollar was not con- 
sidered a “dishonest” dollar. 

According to Hon. Josiah'’s assertions, 
a dollar that will buy as much as the 
gold dollar bought up to 1873 is a 50- 
cent dollar; but he doesn’t tell us why 
the bankers and financial experts per- 
sisted in regarding the gold dollar of 
18738 as a 100-cent dollar. 

Why, a silver dollar melted down will 
buy just as great a quantity of the com- 
modities that are offered for sale as the 
gold dollar would buy in 1873 and during 
the vears when bimetallism prevailed! 
The Hon. Josiah doesn’t explain that, 
because to try to do so would give his 
whole case away. 

The Hon. Josiah lacks an _ original 
mind, but he knows very well that to 
attempt to explain all the various re- 
sults of silver demonetization, according 
to his own assumptions, would be to 
give his whole case away. So that while 
he is anxious to assume in some matters, 
he is just as anxious for silence in 
others, 

‘But he made one statement that is 
worth saving from the trash pile. He 
declared that if he were an advocate of 
the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, he 
would vield his convictions at this time 
to save the party from a disastrous 
split. This is a very astonishing state- 
ment to come from a man who is sup- 
posed to have his eves and ears open. 
In the democratic states 90 per cent of 
the voters are for\free coinage. Are 
they to yield their convictions because 
the 10 per cent who want to indorse re- 
publican doctrine show signs of bolting? 
Such a thing is unprecedented in the 
history of politics. It opposed to 
the very essence of democracy. It is 
opposed to the whole theory of our gov- 
ernment. “Let the majority rule,” said 
the founders of our government. ‘Tet 
the majority rule,” said the great foun- 
der of the democratic party; and it is 
today, as it: ever has been, one of the 
fundamental principles of democracy— 
the source of strength, the source of har- 
mony, the source of success, the source 
of safety, the one assurance that we 
have of the stability of republican insti- 
tutions, 

The people can speak 
mouth of majorities. 
tions for the purpose of preventing a 
revolt on the part of a minority—and 
such a minority as that represented by 
Congressman Patterson—would be to sac- 
rifice not only the party but the inter- 
ests of the people. Would it be wise or 
patriotic to bring about such a result 
as that? 

Let any candid and impartial man look 
abroad over the country, taking note of 
the situation, and tell us where he sees 
any sign of a party revolt? What fac- 
tion has bolted? What faction is threat- 
ening to bolt? What jis the history of 
the “split” that Hon. Josiah Patterson 
fears?

ator. John G. Carlisle has declared over

In Illinois the gold men, despairing of 
success at the polls, are organizing to 
hold a convention of their own. 

In Kentucky they are already prepared 
to take similar steps if they are de- 
feated at the polls. 

In short, wherever the gold men are In 
a hopeless minority, they have already 
bolted or are preparing to bolt. It is 
only in the republican states, where the 
entire party machinery is fn the hands 
of the agents of the money power, that 
the gold men are showing any zeal for 
party harmony and unity. 

Where they have control they insist 
on their views. Where they are in a 
hopeless minority they immediately 
show signs of revolt. 

Undoubtedly the minority has rights, 
and these have been carefully maintain- 
ed by the democratic party. But it is 
the first duty of a democrat to acquiesce 
in the will of the majority fairly ascer- 
tained and fully expressed. Of course 
those who do not hold democratic views 
have the right to refrain from acting 
with the party; but they are not demo- 
crats.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The frightful disaster wrought by the 
Texas cyclone is even greater than first 
appeared. The number of those reported 
as dead at Sherman, Texas,:has reached 
100, while the number of those severely 
injured is placed at 150. The number of 
dead in Denison and adjoining counties 
is 250. The entire loss of property, estimat- 
ed, in Texas and Indian territory is $1,- 
000,000, It is now known that there were a 
number of tornadoes in- distinct operation. 
Bodies are still being found in out-of-the- 
Way places. The dead body of an infant 
was found in the top of a hickory tree, 
impaled on a limb. The relief fund for 
Sherman has already reached $25,000. Vis- 
itors are pouring into Shernran from all 
sections of the state. 


“The members of congress were given 
a lively scene,’ says The Chicago Tribune, 
“‘by a severe thunder stornt on Tuesday, 
and a wild panic was caused by the report 
that the capitol had been struck by light- 
ning. The solons were let off with a 
scare this time, but the result may be 
more serious later. Storms of this char- 
acter must be expected in hot weather, 
and the temperature of the public is ris- 
ing so rapidly that other storms, more 
destructive than those caused by. the ele- 
ments, are not improbable. The obvious 
moral is to adjourn and earn a national 
benediction.” 


Henry Menier, a wealthy manufacturer 
of New York, has just closed a remarka- 
ble real estate transaction in the purchase 
of the island of Anticosti, which lies in 
the mouth of the St. Lawrence river. “This 
island.””’ says The New York Journal, “‘is 
135 niles long by thirty-five miles at its 
widest part and has an area of over 4,000 
square miles. The encyclopedia describes 
it as of rocky and swampy formation and 
with a population ef about 300 French- 


speaking fisher folk. The purchase price 
was $160,000. Mr. Menier intends’ to spend 


$500,000 in the development of the island, 
which he intends to colonize with French- 
men. Its forests are large and valuable. 
Sawmills will be put up, agricuture will be 
developed, lobster canneries will be erected 
near the coast, but the most ambitious 
effort will be the establishment of a model 
beaver farm, in which the projector thinks 
there is a fortune. The island remains 
subject to the British authorities polftical- 
ly, but Mr. Menier will conduct its internal 
affairs on the lLnes followed. by the Brit- 
ish chartered companies of India, Africa 
and the great northwest.’ 

The Chinese government has at fast open- 
ed its eyes to a realization of the fact 
that the recent defeat by their. smaller -but 
more highly educated neighbor ‘was due 
entirely to the inculcation in the little 
nation of western methods. In view of 
possible future complications the Chinese 
governement has decided to recognize the 
superiority of foreign training. As a re- 
sult twenty Chinese boys, ranging in age 
from ten to twelve years, will soon make 
their appearance in this country, Unlike 
their predecessors, these visitors come as 
children to become skilled in mechanical 


arts.

GOLD MEN GIVE UP. 
A General Surrender All Along the 

Line of Battle. 
NEW YORK PAPERS CONCEDE 


That Silver Will Control at the Chi- 
cago Convention—What They 
Sey About It. 


The Herald Gives It Up. 
Washington, May 21.—(Special.)—There is 
hard work ahead for the sound money de- 
mocracy. 
The defeat of Chairman Richardson and 
the scund money machine in Iowa, coupled 
with the discouraging news received from 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois artd Kentucky has 
brought the sound money men to a full 
realization of the grave danger of the sil- 
ver men controlling the Chicago conven. 
tion. I have talked with some leading dem- 
ocrats in congress and administration cir- 
cles today, and find that the silver men are 
jubilant over the situation, while the sound 
money men are correspondingly downcast. 
For some time past these states have been 
regarded as pivotal states, and now that all 
the returns have a decidedly silver ring to 
them the sound money men appear to be 
on the defensive, and are not a little puz- 
zled to know what to do to stem the tide. 
The prevailing opinion that the St. Louis 
convention will adopt a scvurnd money plat- 
form has apparently caused many politi- 
cians who have not the true interests of 
the country at ‘heart to believe that the 
only chance for the success of the demo- 
cratic party lies in taking the opposite 
course from that of the republicans with 
the hope of attracting to their standard 
the free silver men of all parties.

Exposition Medals Are Scarce with 
Secretary Lewis—The Park Plan

exposition directors yesterday when it be- 
came known that the conference com- 
mittee had agreed to the senate amend- 
mem giving to the Cotton States and In- 
Exposition Company what

The addition of this big pile to the treas- 
ury of the company will place financial 
matters with them in a much more healthy 
condition and enable the finance committee 
to pay off a great number of claims which 
counld not -have been met unless the 
amendment had gone through. 

“I think,”’ said President Collier yester- 
day, “that the company will be able to 
pay 53) cents on the dollar on all claims 
now outstanding ag soon as the amount 
from the government board comes in.”’ 

The thought of asking the governnfrent 
to turn over to the company what remain- 
ed of the appropriation came to the direc- 
tors about six weeks ago. With its own 
force of hands the exposition company 
graded the site of the government build- 
ing. This was done at a great expense, 
for the building was so situated that it 
required a great amount of work and the 
exnense to the company amounted to 
very nearly $20,000. This came direct from 
the exposition treasury. t 

When it was found that the finances of 
the company after the close of the fair 
Were in a rather weak condition and that 
it would be hard for all claims to be met 
it occurred to the directors to request the 
government board to recoup them for the 
amount expended in grading the site for 
Uncle Sam’s big building. Then it was 
found that after all expenses of the gov- 
ernmrent board had been met there would 
be over $15,000 remaining, which, it was 
intended by the board, should go back into 
the treasury of the United States, Im- 
mediate application was filed for this and 
President Charles A. Collier made a special 
trip to Washington. He secured the assent 
and approval of the government board, 
but it was necessary to get the matter 
before congress and an amendment was 
put on the sundry civil bill. President Col- 
lier recently made a second trip and urged 
its passage, spurring the Georgia represen- 
tatives on to action and bringing about 
every influence to have the appropriation 
given over to the exposition company. 

There is no longer any doubt about the 
final success of the efforts of President 
Collier. It is expected that within a week 
or two the company will receive official 
notification that the amount is at their 


disposal. 
Will Pay It Out. 

It will not take the company long to 
pay off all claims as soon as the funds are 
received. The claims are now estimated at 
$19,000. Some of these the company will be 
forced to pay in full. It is expected by 
the officers of the company that when 
all assets are materialized that they will 
be able to pay the claims at 50 cents On 


the dollar. 

“It will not take us long,” said one of 
the directors yesterday, ‘‘to wind up af- 
fairs after the amount is received from 
the government. I judge that we can 
get everything off our hands within two 
weeks after the amount is received from 
the government board. This amount, I 
believe, as it now stands, is about $13,000. 
At first there was $15,000 remaining over 
the zovernment appropriation, but I 
understand that other debts which will 
have to be paid were not taken into ac- 
count. These deducted will leave about 


“The dismantling of the exposition. cost 
something,’’ the continued. ‘The claimrs 
against us were thereby increased and all 
these will have to be met. We are in a 
much better condition now,’’ he added, 
“than we thought we would be.” 


Is Slow Work. 


The work of shipping out the medals 
and diplomas continues under the direc- 
tion of Secretary Lewis. The office of the 
company is now at 82 Marietta, and it is 
here that all the office business of the ex- 
position comf’pany is transacted. During 
the last two or three weeks it has been 
rather slow work getting off the medals, 
because of the fact that the Philadelphia 
house has failed to turn them out as fast 
@S was expected. Yesterday a big package 
of dipiomas was shipped to Mexico and 
another will be forwarded to Venezuela 
today. 

The bronze medals are shipped direct 
from the offices of the exposition company. 
Orders for the gold medals are sent to the 
firms to be forwarded to the manufactur- 
ers of the medals. The order blanks are 
as follows:

FOR A NEW MAIN. 


WATER COMMISSIONERS IN SES- 
SION YESTERDAY. 
Matters of Importance To Be Presented 
at the Next Session of 

Council. — 


The board of water commissioners met 
on yesterday and some very important 
business was transacted. 

The report of Superintendent Park Wood- 
ward, which embraced some very impor- 
tant improvements for the water supply, 
was adopted, including the new main into 
the city, a pipe for the first ward and 
larger mains for the central portion of the 
city. 

The question of a new’ main from the 
waterworks to the city has long been a 
very important question. It will be re- 
membered that on one occasion the present 
large main bursted, and for. twelve hours 
the city was practically helpless, im case 
of fire. If the report of the superintendent 
is adopied this danger will be avoided. 

The board of water commissioners ap- 
proved Mr. Woodward's report, and it will 
be presented to the council at its next 
meeting. The people in the first ward have 
long been insisting on a better water sup- 
ply. If the report of the water board is 
adopted by the council they will get it. 
The business portion of the city will aiso 
get larger mains, if the council so orders. 
This will give the center of the city a wa- 
ter supply that will be abundantly sufficient 
for all demands, either for ordinary pur- 
poses, or tor fire emergencies. 

The report of the board of water com- 
missioners is a very important one, and is 
practically embraced in the following rec- 
ommendations of Superintendent Wood- 
ward: 

“Atlanta, Ga., 1895.—Hionorable 
Board of Water Commissioners, City of 
Atlanta. Gentlemen: In submitting this 
report 1 have the honor to call your atten- 
tion to the condition of the appropriation 
for the new main authorized by council. I 
suggest that the board request the council 
to provide the necessary funds to complete 
th.s work, as it is exceedingly important 
and should be dore at once. The work of 
connecting the two mains has already been 
commenced, ten-inch pipe having been laid 
on Corput street, from Marietta to Plum 
Street, and on Plum from Corput to Pine. 

“The pipe on Linden avenue from Peach- 
tree to Piedmont avenue, and on Piedmont 
venue to Marietta avenue, has been com- 
pleted, as ordered by the board. 

“Tne work of taking up pipe at the expo- 
sition grounds has been completed. We 
have, since last meeting of the board, tak- 
en out 1,416 feet of ten-inch pipe and 516 
feet of six-inch pipe. All the pipe has been 
taken out except a two-inch pipe connected 
with the four-inch main on Fourteenth 
street, which supplies the lake with water. 

“The two thirty-inch check valves which 
are to be placed on Hemphill and Chat- 
tanooga avenues, have been received and 
hauled to their places, and will be put in 
the mains as soon as possible. 

“All the material for the North Pryor 
and Church street mains is on hand and 
work will be commenced on these lines as 
soon as the thirty-inch check valves are 
set. 

“The three-inch artesian pipe on Auburn 
avenue has ail been taken out and carried 
to No. 2 pumping station, so as to give 
fire protection and- water for the use of 
employes. There was 2,290 feet of this pipe. 

“To perfect the fire service at this sta- 
tion, it is necessary to reinforce the three- 
inch pipe with 1,000 feet of four-inch pipe, 
which can be obtained from the exposition 


company. 
First Ward Pipe. 


“T respectfully call the attention of the 
board to the urgent necessity of giving 
some relief to the citizens of the first ward. 
The people in this ward have been. sadly 
neglected, and while there is no petition 
from them before the board for laying pipe 
there, I have taken occasion to go over the 
ward, and after doing so, I urge that you 
authorize the laying at once of a six-inch 
pipe on Magnolia street, from Davis to 
Granger, on Granger to Hunter, on Hun- 
ter to Tatnall and on Tatnall to Mitchell. 
This will give them -great relief and good 
fire protection. 

“I make this recommendation at the ur- 
gent request of citizens of this ward, who 
are suffering for the want of water, their 
wells drying up and they are really in dis- 
tress. 

‘The pipe necessary to compiete this work 
will be 5,200 feet. You have already passed 
up pipe from Mitchell and Tatnall, out 
Hunter to Chestnut street. I suggest that 
the line leave Hunter-at Granger instead 
of Chestnut. This will save 270 feet of pipe. 
There is no real necessity for the pipe 
beyond Granger street out Hunter at this 
time. 


May 22, 


Larger Mains. 

“Some time ago I calied the attention of 
the board’ to the necessity of having larger 
mains in the business portion of the city. 
The board requested the councii to provide 
the ‘necessary funds to lay a twelve-inch 
main on Pryor and Decatur streets. Coun- 
cil granted the Pryor street, but refused 
the Decatur street main on account of not 
having the money. 

“While it would probably be impossible 
for the council to make the necessary ap- 
propriation to do the work this year, I 
think it would be well to call the attention 
of the council to the matter, so that they 
may have it before them. 

“The twenty-inch main on Marietta street 
should be extended to Pryor, and a twelve- 
inch out Decatur to Cornelia street, and a 
twelve-inch main should be laid on White- 
hall street, and the small pipe on all of 
these streets removed. 

“With the above mains laid, the city 
would be amply protected from fire. 


Tapping the Meter Department. 

“Thirty-nine taps have been made since 
the last meeting of the board; fire and 
drinking hydrants have been repaired and 
all services on new main on Marietta street 
have been renewed. Several drinking hy- 
drants that were reported as nuisances 
have been taken out and located where 
they were needed more. 

“Kight hundred and nineteen meters have 
been repaired since March 2ist, and from 
present appearances the work in this de- 
partment is liable to get behind. A great 
many meters have been in use for so long 
a time that they will have to be repaired 
probably two or three times a year or until 
finally worn out. If meters were placed on 
the sidewalk, in suitable boxes, they could 
be taken out and reset in one-half of the 
time that is now taken and greatly lessen 
the complaints now being made of torn up 
yards, broken meter boxes, etc. Respectful- 
ly submitted, PARK WOODWARD.

Atlanta will be represented at the meet- 
ing this year by Mr. Park Woodward, Cap- 
tain R. M. Clayton, the city engineer, and 
Mr. J. B. Travis, chief engineer of the 
Atlanta waterworks. These gentlemen will 
leave for Indianapolis tonight and will go 
by Louisville, Ky., on their way, and make 
a thorough inspection of the waterworks 
system of that city.

RIGHT LABOR MEN 


QUT ON STRIKE 


Force at the Atlanta Machine Shops 
Leave Their Work. 


OBJECTED TO THE NEGRO 


His Promotion to a Bolting Machine 
Caused the Trouble. 


THEY WRITE A RED HOT CARD 


Claim That the Foreman Acted Un- 
justly ana Declare That They 
Will Not Return. 


Eight white machinists employed as the 
Atlanta machine works quit work yester- 
day morning. ; 

One cause of the dispute was the employ- 
ment of a negro laborer on one of the 
bolt cutters by Foreman J. Cooper, who 
came to Atlanta from New York about six 
weeks ago. 

The men who have struck are members 
of the Machinists’ Union, an organization 
which prohibits its members working on 
a social equality with the n2gro, and specifi- 
cally prohibits them from working where 
a colored man is working on a bolt ma- 
chine. 

But this is not the only cause of the 
strike. Tnere has been a decided opposi- 
tion among the workmen to Foreman Coop- 
er ever since he has had charge of the 
shops. It seems that very few of the men 
are his friends, and are making some very 
bitter charges against him. One of the 
men stated that he would have quit if the 
negro had never been put to work om the 
bolt machine. } 

Began Thursday Afternoon. 

The trouble began Thursday afternoon 
about 3 o’clock, when J. A. Rogers, one of 
the principle workmen, noticed Cooper 
place a negro to work on the bolt machine, 
which has always, heretofore, been oper- 
ated by a white man, and is supposed to 
be the work of an apprenticed man. Rog- 
ers immediately notified his fellow work- 
men of the negro’s position and they held 
a short consultation, after which they ap- 
proached Cooper in a body and requested 
him to put the negro back to his regular 
work. This request, however, was ignored 
by the foreman, who told the men that he 
would confer with them after working 
hours. 

They consented to this suggestion and 
immediately after the whistle had blown 
the men held a consultation with Cooper 
lasting for over an hour. 

They clearly explained to him their posi- 
tion, arguing that they were not accus- 
tomed to work On an equality with the 
negroes; that they had to depend on their 
chosen profession for a livelihood, which 
would necessarily be cheapened by the 
employment of colored labor in that ca- 
pacity, and that they would quit before 
they could consent to such a system. 

Mr. Cooper heard their arguments, but 
gave them no satisfaction, and the me- 
chanics left the shops Thursday night hav- 
ing probably finished their last day’s work 
for the Atlanta Machine Company. 

Quit in a Body. 

The men assembled at the shops as us- 
ual at 7 o'clock yesterday morning and 
held a short consultation. Eight of them 
decided to stop work, and they picked up 
their tools and carried them to their homes. 
They have not’ been inside the shops 
since, The machine department of the 
establishment was practically at a stand- 
still all day yesterday. Only two or three 
men were at work in the big shops, and 
nearly all the machines were idle. The 
company state that they will take back 
the men if they wish to come, but if not, 
they will employ the first applicants. 


Foreman Cooper Talks. 

Foreman Cooper was seen at the shops 
by a Constitution representative yesterday 
afternoon, and seemed to have no idea as to 
the cause of the trouble. 

“I do not know,” said he, ‘‘what the trou- 
ble is about, but I reckon my putting that 
negro on the bolt machine has stirred up 
the strike. 1am certainly at aloss to know 
just why they should have take exception 
to that. 

“In the north we regard all such men, 
white and black, as equals, and they do not 
object to working together. We were in 
a rush at the time, so I put that negro on 
to help us out. I have had charge of the 
shops for six weeks and have only had to 
discharge two men, which I think is a 
pretty good record.”’ 

Upon being asked if he thought that the 
men would return to work he replied that 
he did not know. They could get their 
former jobs if they wanted them, but cth- 
erwise the first men who applied would be 
put to work. 

Other Side of the Story. 

While the machinists are satisfied that 
they are justified in their actions, yet most 
of them have been with this company for 
many years and it is rather hard on them 
to leave. 

There are eight of the strikers, and their 
names are as follows: J. A. Rodgers, Ed 
srooks, Oscar Owen, J. T. Hardeman, Lee 
York, Ira Jones, Jim Thompson and Will 
May. 

The men are exceedingly indignant at the 
treatment they have received at the hands 
of Foreman Cooper, as is evidenced by the 
following card, written yesterday expressly 
for The Constitution: 

“Atlanta, May 22.—Editor Constitution: 
We think it only right that the public should 
understand our position in this dispute and 
take the liberty of requesting some of your 
valuable space for this purpose. 

“This trouble does not hinge entirely on 
the negro question. While we justly believe 
that our rights as highbred citizens have 
been trampled upon, yet the difficulty has 
been brewing ever since Foreman Cooper 
has been in charge of the shops. He is a 
northern man and has treated us with the 
utmost discourtesy and utterly disregards 
the social plane in which the negro is held 
by the southern people. 

‘“‘When he first came he tried to get on the 
good side of every man in the shop in 
order to become familiar with’ the work, 
and, therefore, received much help from us. 
We afterwards found, however, that 
he intends to stab us in the back and to 
employ a new set of men. We have abso- 
lutely no confidence in him, a feeling that 
has been prompted by many suspicious 
actions on his part, and we do not believe 
that he is capable to fl the position he 
now occupies. 

“He told us during our consultation that 
he regarded the negro his equal, and that 
he was certain he was as gocd as any of 
us. We just wish to state that we do not 
care to work for a man who is no better 
than a ‘nigger.’ 

‘Our union requires our action and we 
mean to stick to it, if we starve. We 
have one of the members of the firm with 
us, and will not work for a man who utter- 
ly disregards the principles that were born 
in‘us. (Signed.)

HIS VETO HAND. 


The Mayor Does Not Approve of the 
Polics Work Ordinance. 
Mayor King has vetoed the ordinance 
Passed at the last meeting of the city 
council giving the chief of police au- 
thority to incur such expense as may be 
necessary in the secret detective service. 
The ordinance had been approved by the 
council and the aldermanic board. The 
Ordinance was sent to Mayor King yester- 
day, and the returned-it with his veto, 
which he explained in the following. let- 

ter: 

‘““Mayor’s Office, Atlanta, Ga, May 22 
1896.—To the Honorable General Council: 
I return without my approval the attached 
ordinance, adopted by council on the 18th 
instant, and concurreé in by the alder- 
manic board cn the 2lst instant, which au- 
thorized the chief of police, with the con- 
currence of the chairman of the police 
commissioners, to incur such expense as 
they consider necessary in’ the secret ser- 
vice of the police department, and render 
accounts without giving the names of 
parties employed in such service when the 
Same would constitute a breach of con- 
fidence, or tend to render such service 
lees effective, for the following reasons, 
viz: 

“The city laws provide for different de- 
partments, such as the police department, 
the fire department, the department of 
education and others numbering over 
twenty in all, to insure the orderly and re- 
gular transuction of the municipal busi- 
ness in its various branches. Such laws 
also provide that all expenditures in any 
of these departments shall first be ap- 
proved by the chairman of the council 
committee who has supervision of the 
same. These are wise and salutary pro- 
Visions, not only to guarantee the regular 
transaction of business, but in order that 
the representatives chosen by the people 
and responsible to them, shall know how 
the public funds are being expended. I 
beNeve that all amounts raised by taxa- 
tion should be disbursed for such things 
only as that a full accounting can be 
rendered therefor to the proper represen- 
tatives of the city government, and do not 
think it would be wise to place it in the 
power of any board or department to nmtake 
expenditures without advising the chair- 
man of the appropriate council committee 
thereof. It is a. duty that we owe the 
people to see that the taxes collected are 
disbursed for municipal purposes, and I do 
not think this responsibility should be 
avoided by authorizing any officer, or the 
chairman of any department, to spend an 
unlimited amount of money for any secret 
purpose that in their opinion is necessary. 
Indeed, with a regular detective depart- 
ment organized, managed by a sergeant 
of police, and with the necessary officers 
detailed for that service, in addition to 
the regular police force, there does not 
seem to be much fMecessity for expendi- 
tures in connection with a secret service, 
the items of which should not be made 
known to the chairman of the police com- 
mittee of council. 

“The passage of this ordinance would be 
in my judgment a first step in the wrong 
direction, and because it is too dangerous 
a precedent, I feel it my duty to withhold 
my approval. Respectfully, :

HILL OR BERESFORD 


Governor-Atkinson Acts on the Other 
Recommendations of the Pardon Board. 


SEVERAL GRANTED CLEMENCY 


But No Mention Was Made of Hill or 
Beresford, 


THEIR CASES MAY COME UP) LATER 


A Batch of Pardons Granted by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson Yesterday—Work 
of the Pardon Board. 
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The pardon board has met and adjourned, 
the governor has issued his approvals and 
joy will reign in many bosoms in the Geor- 
gia penitentiary when the glad news 
gets there. 

But joy will be confined in the bosoms 
of the representative of effete nobility and 
of Georgia’s gayest lothario. My 
Beresford and Harry Hill are not on the 
list. Lowndes Calhoun goes free, and so 
does Richard Smith and various other gen- 
tlemen of high standing in the annals of 
crime. But the two star inmates of the 
pen, about whom more fuss has beén rais- 
ed and.for whom the most strenuous ef- 
forts have been made, will for the time 
remain behind prison bars and meditate in 
enforced obscurity on their bad luck. 

The pardon board from the senate and 
house met in Atlanta during the latter 
part of last week, while the governor was 
in New York, and passed up a number of 
names, The governor returned on Thurs- 
day and yesterday issued the following ap- 
provals of recommendations of pardon: 

Tom Wilkinson, of Fulton county, who 
was in for a short term, gets his pardon. 


Miles Speer, who burglarized a store in 


Cobb county two years ago, according to 
the evidence in court at the time of his 
trial, gets his pardon because his accom- 
plices in the pen state that he had nothing 
to do with it. 

Henry Braswell, of' Dade county, was 
also sent up for burglary several months 
since. The evidence before the committee 
showed that he was innocent of the charge. 

Tom Colbert, of Bibb, also fell into the 
clutches of the law for some discrepancy a 
while back, but in the opinion of the board 
he had suffered sufficiently for his error, 
and out he goes, | 

Oates Thomas, who went up for burgla- 
ry from Columbia county, in the epinion of 
the committee was only guilty of a lar- 
ceny, and so he goes free, his punishment 
having been sufficient for the latter crime. 

Lowndes Calhoun, the young colored boy 
who.was sent up from Fulton several 
months ago for two years for shooting at 
a man, is pardoned on account of his 
youth. 

Matthew Hart, of Sumter, and Richard 
Smith, of Quitman, the latter a life man, 
are also in the list. 


The Advantage of the Pardon Board. 


A glance over the records at the capitol 
will show the great benefit of this pardon 
board. Some of the men pardoned had 
been sent up for one crime, when later de- 
velopments show that they were either 
innocent, or had committed another crime, 
according to the law. This board stands, 
after the courts, as a means tu carry out 
justice, and it is doing good work. 

Of course it is only an aid to the gov- 
ernor. He, after all, uses his discretion, 
but the board boils down the matter for 
him, as it were, and gives him the advan- 
tage of its wist counsel. If he does not 
see it in the same light the board does, he 
withholds his signature.

ts. The recent decline in re fined and the 
passing of the new sugar bounty bill by the 
buhdesrath made a number of bears on the 
stock and the short interest was quite 
large up to yesterday. The rally then and 
the further advance today rather alarmed 
the bears who were among the heaviest 
buyers in the closing dealings. Tobacco 
rose 2% per cent to 674 and closed at the 
top figures. Some of the buying was based 
on the idea that a settlement with the 
western competitors of the company Was 
not far off. Manhattan rose from 102% to 
105%, the refusal of the appellate division of 
the supreme court to confirm the rapid 
transit committee report, having started 
up a lively demand for the stock, The de- 
cision practically kills the underground 
rapid transit scheme.

Chicago, May 22.—The market today has 
been nervoug and irregular, but the feel- 
ing most of the session was unchanged to 
weakness and prices close, somewhat 
lower than yesterday; opening prices 
proved ‘highest of the day, which were 
about “sc higher than the close last even- 
ing, due to the steadiness displayed 
abroad, in the face of nearly a 2c decline 
here yesterday. Liverpool closed steady 
to %d higher and the strength there is 
somewhat unaccounted for. It is possible, 
however, that the bag reports from this 
side regarding the growing crop has an 
influence, but so long as our market is 
declining in face of them it appears some- 
what unusual. Outside trade was exceed- 
ingly light and local traders had the mar- 
ket largely under their control. The chief 
bear faction is the same that has been 
prevailing for some time and in this bulls 
fing an almost unsurmountable barrier. 
That is the continued light clearances and 
no fresh export demand, the former 
amounted to only 85,000 total and total 
clearances for the week are likely to show 
up very light. While we believe the crop 
has been injured in several localities and 
that the present prospects in those sec- 
tions are not encouraging it does not 
bring the essential thing to bull the mar- 
ket, that is buying orders. Parties who 
are sending these reports are not buying, 
which places holders at a very great dis- 
advantage and does not inspire holding 
on, but rather a desire to let go on any 
rally or to stop losses on a decline. This 
latter selling has been very noticeable the 
past two days and no doubt considerable 
of the long interest has been estimated 
and traders may take hold with little more 
vim at 6c, although, as formerly stated, 
we believe the reactions will prove only 
temporary. The close was rather heavy at 
nearly low point.

General Weyler’s embargo against the 
exportation of Cuban tobacco is likely to 
put the finishing touches to what was once 
our flourishing trade with Cuba. Our ex- 
ports fell from $28,604,000 in 1893 to $12,809,000 
last year, though at the time the trade 
totals for 1895 were being made the de- 
vastation of the island had hardly be- 
gun, 

Cuba depends wholly on sugar and to- 
bacco. It is with these that it pays ‘for 
the flour, provisions and articles of man- 
ufactured goods it has bought in large 
quantities from the United States. This 
season, however, it will have neither sugar 
nor tobacco. The sugar industry is already 
ruined. The World’s dispatches have shown 
that there are now nothing but blackened 
ruins to mark the sites of the sugar mills 
which once gave the island its largest rev- 
enue. Add to this the suppression of the 
tobacco trade under General Weyler’s or- 
der of embargo, and the misery of Cuba 1s 
complete, 

By what right does Spain protract a 
harbaric war to such extremity? For how 
many years may a stronger power inflict 
the direst calamities on a weaker one which 
it is unable to subiugate by force of arms? 
How can Spain expect that the people of 
the United States will view with indiffer- 
ence the misery thus wantonly visited on 
Americans? The news that the adminis- 
tration will make a vigorous protest against 
this barbaric and unfriendly act is ver;

In the answer it is charged that the suit 
against Treasurer Payne, which was filed 


last week was not the act of the county 


of Fulton, but was brought at the instance | 


of Commissioners Forrest Adair and Wal- 
ter R. Brown, and instead of the action 
being to properly collect the money due 
the county and owed by ex-Clerk Cooper, 
it was to damrage the candidacy of Judge 
Payne and to influence voters against 
him. 

Treasurer Payne says the suit is malic- 
jously libellous, and was brought by in- 
dividuals under color of attempted legal 
proceedings on the part of Fulton coun- 
ty with intent to injure him by unjust 
and unwarranted insinuations. 

Hie that the suit be treated as 
an individual and not as in the name of 
the county, and further prays the court 
to make Commissioners Forrest Adair and 
Walter R. Brown. parties to the suit, and 
that they. be required to show cause why 
they should not pay Treasurer Payne the 
sum of $5,000 damages. 

In the suit brought against Treasurer 
Payne by the county he is charged with 
negiect of oflice in that he was the treas- 
urer of the county ang was informed 
by John Tyler Cooper of the shortage with- 
out giving the board this information. He 
is also charged with the amount of the 
shortage, as the county takes the position 
that he was the treasurer, whose duty it 
Was and is to collect and demand all 
moneys. due the county from all persons 
and sources. 

Other suits will be filed by the county 
against Treasurer Payne and his bonds- 
mren for years in which the shortage ex- 
isted, and the commissioners say they 
are determined to collect every dollar owed 
the county through the defalcation of Mr. 
C er. 

"“* Payne Charges Conspiracy. 

Treasurer Payne says the purpose of the 
suits is to defeat him in the approaching 
primary ind that letters have been writ- 
ten by the two commissioners named, 
giving another candidate their support and 


indorsement. 

He denies that he is responsible for the 
shartage, and charges the litigation solely 
to political reasons. He says the suits be- 
ing filed just at this time are for political 
effect alone and is to be used to influence 
voters against thim. 

It is charged that the commissioners were 
in a position to know the’ details of the 
affairs of the county much better than 
he, as the board ordered licenses to be 
granted and had every opportunity to see 
if the moneys had been collected, as he 
as treasurer of the county made monthly 
statenrents,, showing what had been paid 
and what was still due the county. 

“The public can read between the lines,’’ 
said Judge Payne, ‘‘and my friends have 
seen the purport of the tuits. It is alla 
manufactured scheme to unduly infiuence 
voters against me and an effort has been 
made to place me in an embarrassing posi- 
tion. ad 

“I am not responsible for the shortage. 
The board should have known what was 
going on, and there is where the responsi- 
bility -lies and not at my door.”’ 

Their Object To Oust Cooper. 

Continuing, the answer alleges the fol- 
lowing facts: 9 

“And for further plea and answer this 
defendant says that said suit, as instituted, 
is not the act of Fulton county, but is the 
act of Walter R. Brown and Forrest Adair,

“This defendant says that it can readily 
be seen from the appearance of said suit 
and the peculiar character of the averments 
therein that it was intended for political 
effect at said election, and not as a bona 
fide suit to recover to the county funds for 
which this defendant is responsible; that 
the time of its institution and the char- 
acter of the averrments in the thirty-six 
paragraphs thereof clearly indicate that the 
object of said suit was to defeat, if possi- 
ble, this defendant for nomination as coun- 
ty treasurer: for the years 1897 and 1898. 

“This defendant shows to the court that 
year after year his books have been ex- 
amined by experts appointed by the grand 
jury and have always been found correct; 
that he has ever discharged every known 
duty and has always sought to know and 
fulfill his duty; that the neglect with which 
he is charged was no neglect of any duty 
by him, but was a neglect of duty on the 
part of those who have instigated this suit 
and who are seeking, for purposes of their 
own, to reflect upon the character of a 
faithful official, who has ever done and 
ever will do his duty. 

' Wants $5,000 Damages. 

Wherefore, this defendant. says that

would be paid. 

Treasurer Payne says he is not liable for 
the shortage and throws the responsibility 
upon the commisioners themselves. 

Legal proceedings have been instituted 
against both ex-Clerk Cooper and Treasur- 
er Payne and the suits are now pending 


in the courts. , 
Mr. Adair Makes Reply. 

Commissioner Forrest Adair furnishes the 
following statement regarding the suit: 

‘“T certainly am very much surprised that 
Treasurer Payne and ColoneFr Thomson, his 
attorney, should have filed such a suit 
against Mr. Brown and myself and should 
have made the several charges contained 
therein, which are so largely at a variance 
with the facts. 

‘We are condemned by Mr. Payne for 
having gone.into the office with the declar- 
ed intention to get rid of John Tyler Coop- 
er, the clerk. This I deny, but I admit that 
some time after having entered upon the 
duties of commissioner I became convinced 
that Mr. Cooper was negligent, careless, in- 
different, and was not, in my opinion, a 
proper person to fill the office, and I did use 
every effort to displace him and elect the 
present clerk, Mr. Kontz. For this act Mr. 
Payne in his suit condemns me, but I offer 
no apology, and leave the public to judge 
whether or not subséauent facts have 
shown that the change was a wise one. 
“Mr. Payne, in his gratuitous flings, re- 
fers to us as guardians of the county's in- 
terest, and as being anxious to control all 
county affairs and especially its treasury. 
I plead guilty to having been active in the 
interest of the county and have brought to 
bear in my public service all the skill and 
ability I possess, and in so doing I realize 
the fact that I have antagonized a few peo- 
ple who had been lax oP oement

Why He Favors Malone. 


“T think that this charge and suit of Mr. 
Payne demands that I now state to the 
public why I favor the election of Mr. Ma- 
lone. In the examination of the county 
books I have found numerous evidences of 
the grossest carelessness and incompetence 
on the part of Mr, Payne and will mention 
Only a few of them. 

“The public is familiar with the fact that 
the ticme bank of Atlinta went into the 
hands of a receiver last fall with $2,000 of 
the county’s money in its hands, and yet 
Mr. Payne made the most startling state- 
ment to the board of commissioners that he 
did not know that one dollar of the coun- 
ty’s money was in the hands of this bank. 
i have never heard of any satisfactory ex- 
planation for this state of affairs or any 
excuse rendcired for Mr. Payne’s ignorance 
as to the whereabouts of the money belong- 
ing to the taxpayers, which he was sworn 
to faithfully keep.

@ppeurs three days prior to the statement 
of the grand jury éxperts when they re- 
ported that Mr. Cooper was short, and it 
might be-of interest for Mr. Payne to ex- 
Plain why he had been receiving money 
from Mr. Cooper at different times covering 
a period of two years and two months and 
yet made no entry of it on his books until 
just before the damaging report of the 
grand jury experts, 


What Cooper’s Stub-Book Shows, 


“I firmly believe, and I deem it my duty 
to state, that if Mr. Payne had been efli- 
cient in his duties as treasurer Mr. John T. 
Cooper would not stand before the public 
today indicted for embezzlement. The 
slightest diligence in examining the liquor 
license book of stubs will show that as far 
bagk as January 13, 1890, Mr. Cooper collect- 
ed $250 from Rose Bros., which he Kept un- 
til February 11, 18”, upon which date he 
paid it over to Mr. Payne with a check that 
had been received the day before from P. 
J. Kennedy. The date of the license, 
across the face of which Mr. Payne wrote 
his receipt, shows that the money paid by 
Rose had not been turned over to the 
treasurer, but had been unlawfully held by 
the clerk. From that time on an examina- 
tion of this stub bcok will show a succes- 
sion of kiting that.it is hard to believe 
could have been concealed from even so 
careless a person as Treasurer Payne. 

“Until a few months ago Mr. Payne has 
never rendered a full and correct monthly 
Statement of his receipts and disburse- 
ments, showing the balance in his hands, 
and when requesteé by the board to make 
such a business statement expressed the 
opinion that such a requirement was a per- 
sonal reflection upcn him. 


The Board Ordered Suits: 


“Mr. Payne, in his suit, charges that Mr. 
Brown and I have acted as individuals and 
without the authority of the board. I do 
not believe that this charge is malicious, 
and I think that it is in keeping with his 
carelessness, ignorance and negligence, for 
the minutes of the board of county commis- 
sioners, which are kept open on a desk in 
the same office with his, show that on April 
3, 1896, with a full board of commissioners 
and Mr. Payne present, Mr. Payne was cit- 
ed to appear before the board on April 7th, 
to give an account of his acts and doings 
respecting the demand and collection by 
him of the county dues, especially licenses, 
etc. I cannot believe that Mr. Payne has 
forgotten this meeting, for while present he 
stated that he had never read the acts gov- 
erning the duties of his office. 

“At the subsequent meeting of the board, 
held on April 7th, the following order was 
passed with a full board present, and in 
the presence of Mr. Payne and Colonel 
Thomson, his attorney: 

“* “Resolved, That the matter of shortage 
in payments to and receipts by the county 
from liquor licenses, tax on theatrical and 
musical entertainments, sale of maps and 
miscellaneous county dues be, and it is 
hereby referred to the finance committee 
and county attorney, with instructions to 
proceed to collect from all parties, late 
clerk of this board, county treasurer and 
their bondsmen, liquor Gealers and others 
who are, in the opinion of said county at- 
torney liable therefor, all such sums so 
owing the county. Said committee will, if 
necessary, institute all proper suits and 
prosecute the same, that may be necessary 
to enforce the payments of such sums or 
any of them.’ 


Says Payne Shielded Cooper. 


“At each of these meetings Mr. Payne 
had every opportunity to reveal to the 
board the fact that Mr. Cooper had, prior 
to his departure for Costa Rica, confessed 
to him that he was short in his accounts, 
but Mr. Payne, in direct disregard of his 
public duty and oath, carefully shielded 
Mr. Cooper and kept this infcrmation a se- 
cret from the board until Mr. Cooper tele- 
graphed it from Montgomery, after which 
Mr. Payne, in an interview with your re- 
porter, admitted that Mr. Cooper had thus 
confided in him. 

“These are a few of the reasons why I 
shall support Mr. Malone as treasurer and 
why I have deemed it my duty to use my 
influence in his behalf. I have no personal 
interest in Mr. Malone and am actuated 
solely by a desire to bring about a proper 
administration of the county affairs by put- 
ting competent, careful and active officers 
in the responsible positions, and this same 
spirit has characterized all of my official 
actions since I have been a public servant 
and will continue to be my course until the 
expiration of my term of office. 

“Mr. Payne has been county treasurer 
for twenty-seven years, and seems to think 
that he has a life tenure on the office, and 
if any one has the temerity to oppose him 
he will immediately institute suit for $5,000 
damages. I think that if Mr. Payne will 
wait until the evening of June 6th, he will 
find an overwhelming number of prospec- 
tive defendants.’’ 


What Mr. Brown Says. 


Commissioner Walter R. Brown furnish- 
ed the following statement concerning Mr. 
Payne’s suit: 

“The original suit on the part of the 
county was brought by County Attorney 
Rosser-in behalf of the citizens to recover 
money which should be in the county 
treasury, and the suit was instituted bv 
direction of the board of county commis- 
sioners, and I cannot understand why Mr. 
Adair and myself are singled out by Mr. 
Payne and condemned for our vigilance in 
endeavoring to protect the finances of Ful- 
ton county. 

“The political stump speech made by 
Colonel ‘thompson in behalf ‘of Mr. Payne, 
in this answer against Mr. Adair and 
myself, is a most remarkable document 
and childish in the extreme, and it appears 
that both Colonel Thomson and Mr. Payne 
are mad because Mr. Adair and myself 
have endeavored to collect money due 
the county. hg 

“Mr. Paymne’s answer is evidently 
tended to raise a cloud of dust so as to 
blind the people as to the real issue by 


making a personal attack upon Mr. Adair

and myself, who as commissioners are 
acting by autHority of the county board. 

“T have refrained from saying anything 
unkind about Mr. Payne in his candidacy 
for re-election as treasurer, but he has 
seen fit to become offended because I be- 
lieve it to the interest of the county that 
there should be a change in that office. I 
do believe it to be a public duty to say to 
the voters of Fulton county that, upon an 
examination of the books of the treasurer 
and the careless and unsatisfactory man- 
ner in which the same are kept, Mr. 
Payne should step aside and some other 
person more competent and better quali- 
fiedin a business way for the discharge 
of the duties should be elected. 

“The people pay $2,500 a year for a 
treasurer and 1 think that they are en- 
titled to a thorough and -efficient. admin- 
istration of the affairs of that office, and 
that such salary should comnrand the ser- 
vices of a person in every way qualified 
for the position, Some years ago Mr. 
Payne procured a legislative act which 
required him to remain at the office only 
three hours per day, and for three hours 
work per day be has been drawing $2,500 
for some years. Mr. Adair and myself 
thought and stil believe that the treasurer 
should remain at the office at least eight 
hours per day, and we endeavored to have 
the last legislature pass an act requiring 
the treasurer to remain that length of 
time at his public office, but Mr. Payne 
caused the de’eat of that law. It is true 
that IT am in favor of the election of Mr. 
Malone, whom Messrs. Paul Romare and 
Cc. ik. Currier say is the best accountant 
in Atlanta. Mr.. Malone has _ given his 
pledge that the will keep the office of the 
treasury open during business hours. This, 
Mr. Payne has never done. 

Wes for Mr. Kontz. 

“Mr Payne and Colonel Thompson have 
seen fit to censure Mr.. Adair and myself 
for voting agninst Mr. Cooper as clerk. It 
is true we thought it wiSe to make a 
change in the clerkship and accordingly 
voted for Mr, Anton L. Kontz, and I can- 
not see any reason to regret that vote, 
and I do not see why it should be made a 
cause of action on the part of Mr. Payne 
in the damage suit against us for $5,000. 
It will be well for the public to bear in 
mind that most of this defalcation for 
which we are suing occurred prior to the 
election of Mr. Adair and myself as com- 
missioners. Only a few hundred dollars 
being misappropriated the few months be- 
fore the defeat of Mr. Cooper as clerk. 


Will Exemine Payne’s Books. 


“T should make no reply to the answer 


filed by Mr. Payne except that I believe 


it is for no other purpose than to deter 
Mr. Adair and myself from making fur- 
ther efforts to collect the money due the 
people. Mr. Payne doubtless has heard 
that it is the wish of*Mr. Adair and my- 
self as members of the finance commit- 
tee to have a thorough sifting of the af- 
fairs of the county treasurer. This suit 
will not trouble us in the feast. The pub- 
lic can readily understand that Mr. Payne 
is a candidate for re-election and is seek- 
ing to manufacture public sentiment. The 
board intends to proceed with such exanr- 
ination regardless of damage suits. 


“T shall not undertake to recount the 


many excellent reasons for a change in 
the treasurership, aS these facts have been 
So well presented by Mr. Adair, against 
whom Mr. Payne has instituted suit for 
$5,000 along with myself. The tendency 
of this suit will be to put the commis- 
sioners or notice that if they find any 
further defalcation they are liable to be 
sued for damages unless they keep it 
secret.’’

Talk of an Effort to Whip the Seaboard 
Into Line. 


PERHAPS NOT SO EASY TO DO 


That Policy Did Not Work When It 
Was Tried ty the Freight Asso- 
ciation—Personal Gossip. 


It is intimated in New ‘York that an at- 
tempt may be made to whip the Seaboard 
Air-Line into the pooling arrangement on 
business from the east. A week ago it 
was announced that the Seaboard was in 
the pool, but Vice President St. John 
quickly denied the rumor. 

Talk of a threat to whip him into this 
pooling arrangement will not tend to get 
the Seaboard in any faster. Opposition 
lines have tackled the Seaboard before. 
Indeed,. the old freight association tried 
to force him in. The late commissioner 
undertook to handle the Seaboard himself. 
But the vice president was no novice in 
the business of railroading. He proceeded 
to lay for the commissioner and he played 
an adroit game. The Seaboard announced 
that it would not sign the agreement un- 
less the selection of the commissioner was 
by unanimous vote. Then he had other 
conditions, but that unanimous vote he 
insisted on. Finally that was yielded to 
him and the result was that he brought 
about a vacancy in the commissionership 
and did not s'gn the agreement either. 

The Southern has a way of bringing 
financial pressure to bear on other lines 
Which it desires to influence in a certain 
direction, but so far it has not been able 
to make the Ggaboard dance when it fid- 
dled. Through Mr. Pierpont Morgan the 
Southern has a wonderful pull on other 
lines. A question was to come up at the 
Old Point meeting this week which offers 
a case in point. The Southern is anxious 
to get track facilities for its muil service 
from Boice Junction into Chattanooga 
over the Western and Atlantic tracks. It 
is suspected that Major Themas took the 
State road out of the passenger associa- 
tion so that body coula not interfere in 
any way on the request of the Southern. 
Every one believes that the privilege for 
the fast mail service once secured by the 
Southern would be only an entering wedge. 
At any rate Mr. Tnomas opposed the 
Southern’s scheme and headed the big 
corporation off last fall. But now it is 
whispered that the Southern is threatening 
to do certain things with the Georgia 
through the Central which would be dis- 
advantageous to the Western and At- 
lantic.

pool, it is undersiood that the apportion- 
ment ceommittee is having trouble in 
equalizing the business to the satisfaction 
of all concerned. Some say this may be 
accomplished by controlling solicitation, 
but the character of certain tonnage 
which invariably goes by all rail lines 
stands in the way of this plan.

“To be permitted to sit and rest when 
not actively engaged in the duties of their 
position is a small enough concession from 
their employers when it is Known that 
some of the stores in which these ladies 
serve nine hours per day—six days in every 
week—are veritable sweat boxes from poor 
ventilation, where customers find it intol- 
erable to remain—one- hour. 

“Some merchants already permit their 
lady clerks to sit and rest when necessary, 
and no doubt now that popular sentiment 
urges this course, others’ will yield un- 
reasonable discipline to the dictates of 
humanity. 

“The gentleman, working

girls. 

“Why ‘shop girls?’ It is English vulgar- 
ism which we, with all our snobbery and 
flunkyism, engendered by poor imitation of 
the Anglican people, have no excuse for 
adopting since our merchants certainly 
will not permit their emporiums of mer- 
chandise to be called shops. Would the 
writer of that piece referred to consider 
his wife, mother or sister less a lady than 
now should the vicissitudes of fortunes 
compel her to stand behind a counter and 
sell goods to her more fortunate sister?

County Commissioners Say Public High- 
ways Must Not Be Disturbed. 


WILL’ ASK FOR LEGISLATION 


The County Will Urge Property Own- 
ers and Street Car Companies To 
Make All Improvements. 


Active steps are to be taken in the fu 


ture for the protection of the county roads | 


and when the pavement is once laid anc 
the road turned over to the public com- 
plete, no change can be made in the 
grading or. pavement without tne conseat 
of the board of county commissioners and 
the work mvst be carried on under the 
direction and sanction of the county of- 
ficials. 

This decision has been reached on ac- 
count of the numerous complaints which 
have been filed with the board on account 


of the condition in which good roads have 


been left by street car companies and prop- 
erty owners who have had occasion to enter 
the road and either tear up tracks cr lay 
water mains and sewers. | 

Street car tracks have been torn up on 
the county roads and the road left in a 
dangerous condition, while the committee 
on public works was in total ignorance of 
the work being done. Excavations have 
been made for the laying of private water 
and sewer pipes and when night wouic 
come on the workmen would leave the deep 
ditches unprotected, not even placing a 
light at the opening to warn teamster: 
and bicycle riders ot their danger. 

“Before we realize what we are doing,” 
said one of the commissioners ‘yesterday, 
“we will have a suit against the county 
for damages received by somebody failing 
into a ditch, or by a bicycle rider running 
full speed into a pile of. street car rails or 
crossties. 

“Why, people just go anead and tear up 
the tracks, leave the work ali exposed and 
unprotected and some dark night we will 
hear of an accident. We are not tmMmuvoraliy 
to blame, because we have not been noti- 
fied, and couldn’t place a light at the spot, 
yet suits will be sure to foilow if anybody 
is injured.’’ 

Will Ask for Legislation. 

The county commi.ssiohers have no law 
which can be enforced for the protection 
of the roads. 

Althougna a bill was presented in the last 
legislature asking that the county coms 
missioners be empowered to protect the 
roads and arrest and fine violators of the 
law, this bill died an easy death in the 
committee room and never became effec- 
tive. 

The legislature to meet this fall wiil be 
asked to pass a bill providing for the pro- 
tection of the roads and the present board 
of county commissioners are sOillly in 
favor of the passage. of tne Dill aha wii 
urge the legisiature to take prompt ac- 
tion. 

“As the matter now stands,’ said Com- 
missioner Spaiding yesturday, who 1s the 
chairman of the committee on public works, 
“we go ahead and grade and pave a roaa 
and make it just aS good as any street 
im the eity, and right along behing us 
comes a gang of workmen who tear up the 
pavement and dig trenches ana make open- 
ings to suit their own Convenience. 

“We have no protection and that is why 
we are taking active steps to have a bit: 
passed which will be fravorabie to the 
protection of the roads of the county 
Which are cons.iructed at enormous ex- 
pense. What is the use to build a road, 
and let it be torn up within the next day 
or two? ‘There is no justige in the matter 
and we will see that the roads are vared 
for as they should be and as the taxpay- 
ers demand.” 

The Bicyclers Complain. 

Not only have the property owners rais- 
ed objections to the tearing up of the 
roads, but-an army of wheelmen have filed 
complaints with the commissioners. 

On-Tenth street, near Jackson, a spur 
track of the Consolidated was torn up 
some time ago and the track Was piled 
upon the sidewalk, and though the track 
was ordered to be removed the rails are 
on the sidewalk today and the wheelmen 
say they are in constant danger of being 
thrown from their wheels on account of a 
collision which may happen at any time. 

The commissioners wiil endeavor to com- 
pel the street car compan-es and property 
holders to make all improvements while 
the street is being graded, and after the 


pavement is laid no work will be done and 


can be made. 

The question will probably be discussed 
at the next session of the board, which 
meets the first Wednesday in June.
